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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1949.  Much  progress  has  been  made  during-  the  past  year 
which  should  result  in  a  more  efficient  town  government  and  reduced 
administrative  costs. 

Hearings  were  held  on  matters  presented  to  us  and  impartial 
consideration  was  given  to  petitioners  having  in  mind  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  town. 

The  Town  Meeting  adopted  Article  63  relative  to  establishing  a 
job  classification  program  for  most  town  employees.  The  Town  Meet- 
ing authorized  the  appointment  of  a  committee  by  the  Moderator  to 
study  the  Town  Manager  form  of  government.  Both  articles  were 
sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  job  classification  project  has  been  made  and  completed  by 
Griffenhagen  and  Associates,  Consultants  in  Public  Administration 
and  Finance. 

Copies  of  this  report  were  prepared  by  Miss  A.  Doris  Whipple 
in  the  Selectmen's  office  at  a  considerable  saving  to  the  town  and 
mailed  to  all  Town  Meeting  Members,  Town  Officials  and  Department 
Heads. 

Serious  thought  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  this  report 
as  the  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to  vote  the  adoption  of  a  by-law 
covering  the  proposed  classification  and  compensation  plan  under 
Section  108 A  of  Chapter  1  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Once  adopted,  these  plans  become  binding  upon  all  boards  and 
committees,  except  the  School  Committee. 

The  Committe  to  study  the  Town  Manager  form  of  government 
has  devoted  many  arduous  hours  of  time  and  research  on  this  form 
of  government  and  will  render  their  own  detailed,  comprehensive  re- 
port to  the  citizens  for  consideration  before  the  Town  Meeting. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS 

Considerable  time  and  effort  has  been  devoted  during  the  past 
year  to  obtain  funds  for  the  improvement  of  highways  and  assistance 
received  from  the  State  and  County  whenever  possible. 

Under  the  Chapter  90  program,  the  resurfacing  of  Salem  Street 
was  finally  completed.  This  project  was  completed  in  sections  cover- 
ing a  period  of  three  years.  Three  quarters  of  the  cost  was  borne 
by  the  State  and  County  by  doing  the  work  in  this  manner. 

For  1950  we  have  been  assured  funds  from  the  State  and  County 
to  resurface  Humphrey  Street  from  the  Lynn  line  to  the  Lynn  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank. 

In  addition,  many  conferences  were  held  with  our  local  Town 
Departments,  State  Engineers,  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  reference  to  the  elimination  of  the 
so-called  "S"  curve  at  the  intersection  of  Paradise  Road,  Burrill 
Street,  and  New  Ocean  Street. 

Many  previous  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  town  officers  endea- 
vored to  procure  approval  to  eliminate  this  hazardous  curve. 
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As  a  result  of  many  hours  of  time  and  effort  your  Board  is 
pleased  to  report  that  on  December  16,  1949  we  were  officially  in- 
formed by  the  State  that  this  project  would  be  undertaken  by  the 
State,  and  completed  in  1950.  The  entire  cost  will  be  borne  by  the 
State. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  we  have  had  many  requests  for  Traf- 
fic Signals  at  various  locations  where  there  is  considerable  pedestrian 
traffic,  especially  school  children. 

These  requests  have  been  discussed  with  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
Engineer  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  has  the  final  approval, 
and  at  the  present  time  are  making  traffic  surveys.  We  anticipate 
approval  of  many  of  these  requests. 

Your  Selectmen  have  inserted  articles  in  the  warrant  in  previous 
years  requesting  the  Town  Meeting  to  authorize  the  aopoinment  of  a 
Wire  Inspector  for  protection  of  our  citizens.  These  articles  were  de- 
feated. Under  Chapter  529  of  the  Acts  of  1949  it  is  now  mandatory 
for  our  town  to  have  a  Wire  Inspector  and  a  classification  for  this 
job  has  been  established  by  the  Griffenhagen  Report. 

POLICE 

Swampscott  was  again  honored  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year 
by  the  National  Safety  Council  for  its  fine  safety  record.  The  efforts 
of  the  personnel  of  this  department  are  worthy  of  commendation  for 
their  good  work  in  maintaining  this  record. 

The  Board  is  continually  receiving  requests  for  added  police 
protection.  In  our  budget  of  1949  we  requested  an  additional  two 
men,  but  this  request  was  turned  down  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
During  the  summer  months,  as  a  result  of  conditions  existing  in  the 
Puritan  Road  area  it  was  necessary  for  the  Finance  Committee  to 
transfer  $1,443.16  to  the  Police  Wage  Account  for  two  extra  men 
to  alleviate  a  serious  situation. 

The  Selectmen  have  received  a  request  from  the  members  of 
the  Police  Department  for  a  five  day  work  week.  At  the  present  time 
the  members  of  this  department  work  six  days  or  a  total  of  46% 
hours  per  week. 

The  Chief  and  your  Board  favor  a  five  day  week  and  are  re- 
questing funds  in  the  1950  budget  for  four  additional  men  to  give 
added  protection  to  the  townspeople  and  a  shorter  work  week  for 
the  personnel. 


There  is  a  need  for  major  street  improvements  in  the  town  and 
during  the  year  we  requested  the  Town  Engineer  to  draft  a  recon- 
struction program  to  include  Puritan  Road,  Humphrey  Street,  Essex 
Street,  Walker  Road,  and  Devens  Road  at  a  total  cost  of  $266,450.00. 

This  program  should  be  extended  over  a  period  of  10  years 
through  the  medium  of  bond  issues. 

Puritan  Road  is  in  a  deplorable  condition  and  serious  thought 
should  be  given  to  this  project  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  rebuild  and 
reinforce  the  sea  wall. 

The  Selectmen  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  of  Highways  are  endeavoring  to  initiate  a  well  planned 
long  range  sidewalk  program. 

There  is  still  a  demand  for  the  use  of  the  old  Town  Hall.  This 
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building  is  used  mostly  for  civic  programs  and  as  a  result  there  is 
little  or  no  revenue  from  this  building.  In  addition  it  is  in  need  of 
painting  and  repair  but  the  Town  will  not  appropriate  any  substan- 
tial funds  for  repair  work. 

In  July  6,  1945  a  committee  was  appointed  under  Article  28 
of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  that  year  and  they  submitted  a  re- 
port to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1946,  which  is  incorporated  in 
the  Town  Report. 

Your  Board,  in  order  that  they  may  give  due  and  proper  con- 
sideration to  the  administration  of  this  building,  is  inserting  an  ar- 
ticle in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  voted  on  by 
the  Town  Meeting  members.  This  will  afford  them  an  opportunity  to 
decide  whether  or  not  the  old  Town  Hall  should  be  disposed  of  or 
funds  appropriated  for  continued  maintenance.

Humphrey  Street,  thence  northerly  following  the  center  line

Upon  the  acceptance 
of  the  bid,  the  certified  check  accompanying  the  same  shall 
be  retained  until  a  bond  is  filed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
when  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  respective  bidders  when  the 
contract  is  awarded.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  plan  class- 
ifying any  or  all  positions  other  than  those  filled  by  popular  election

Notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  given  by 
an  official  publication  or  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  Town,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  ten 
days  before  the  date  assigned  for  the  hearing. 

(c)  By  amending  the  "Official  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Swampscott"  dated  March  1,  1948  by  including  the  following  des- 
cribed area  in  the  residence  A-l  district: 

Beginning  on  Beach  Lane  two  hundred  feet  back  from  the  west- 
erly line  of  Puritan  Road  and  running  easterly  parallel  to  Puritan 
Road  and  two  hundred  feet  distance  from  the  westerly  line  thereof 
to  the  center  of  Humphrey  Street,  thence  northerly  following  the 
center  line  of  Humphrey  Street  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  railroad  at  the  Phillips  Beach  railroad  station,  thence  north- 
easterly by  said  railroad  right  of  way  to  the  Marblehead  line.  All 
land  lying  between  this  boundary  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  is  hereby 
included  in  the  residence  A-l  district  with  the  exception  of  the 
property  now  shown  as  residence  A-3  on  the  said  zoning  map,  located 
between  Atlantic  Avenue  and  the  ocean  at  or  near  the  Marblehead 
line.  Unanimous.

W.  Jaques,  land  of  Horace  H.  Phillips  and  Harry  S.  Phillips,  Trus- 
tees, land  of  Eugene  L.  Mann  and  Cecile  Mann,  and  land  of  Kenneth

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Section  85E  of 
Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  as  inserted  by  Chapter  576  of  the 
Acts  of  1946,  which  provides  for  the  retirement  of  permanent  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  on  attaining  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  from  available  funds  for  pensions  and  compensation.  Spon- 
sored by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Sherwood  Road  for  a  distance  of  approximately  three  hundred  (300) 
feet,  taking  the  necessary  easements  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Water 
&  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Charlotte  Road  for  a  distance  of  approximately  two  hundred  (200) 
feet,  taking  the  necessary  easements  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Water  &  Sewerage 
Board. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer 
in  Muriel  Road  for  a  distance  of  approximately  four  hundred  fifty 
(450)  linear  feet,  taking  the  necessary  easements  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Water  &  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Eureka  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  approximately  forty-five  (45)  feet, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  for  same.  Sponsored 
by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Water  &  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Chapter  XI, 
Article  II,  section  1  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  1  the  following  paragraph: 

Upon  completion  of  the  foundation  the  person  or  persons  holding 
a  building  permit  shall  submit  a  certificate  to  the  Building  Inspector, 
prepared  by  a  Registered  Land  Surveyor,  certifying  the  location  of 
the  foundation  complies  with  the  existing  Zoning  By-Laws  and  Build- 
ing By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott.  Sponsored  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Building  Inspector. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Chapter  IX 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  by  inserting  therein  the 
following  section: 

17.  No  person  shall,  except  in  the  performance  of  duty  re- 
quired by  law,  discharge  any  air  gun,  gun,  pistol,  or  other  firearm  in 
or  upon  any  public  or  private  way,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  beach 
or  wharf,  or  within  50  rods  thereof,  or  within  50  rods  of  any  building 
or  structure  in  the  town  of  Swampscott.  Whoever  violates  the  pro- 
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visions  of  section  17  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars  ($20)  for  each  offense.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  complete  the  athletic  field  at  Phillips  Park  by  the 
installation  of  a  water  system,  backstop,  clay,  sod  and  other  neces- 
sary materials  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  there- 
for or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Park  De- 
partment. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  construct  an  outdoor  basketball  court  on  Jackson 
Park,  Phillips  Park  and  Abbott  Park  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
necessary  money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Spon- 
sored by  the  Park  Department. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  Chapter  48,  Sections  42,  43  and  44  which  are  here- 
inafter set  forth  establishing  a  fire  department  to  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  48,  Sections  42,  43  and  44  provide  as 
follows : 

Section  42.  Towns  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  and  the  two 
following  sections  or  which  have  accepted  corresponding  provisions 
of  earlier  laws  may  establish  a  fire  department  to  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  the  chief  of  the  fire  department.  The 
chief  shall  be  appointed  by  the  selectmen,  and  shall  receive  such  sal- 
ary as  the  selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  the  amount  annually  appropriated  therefor.  He  may 
be  removed  for  cause  by  the  selectmen  at  any  time  after  a  hearing. 
He  shall  have  charge  of  extinguishing  fires  in  the  town  and  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  in  case  of  fire.  He  shall  purchase  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  selectmen  and  keep  in  repair  all  property  and 
apparatus  used  for  and  by  the  fire  department.  He  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  statute  upon  engineers  in  towns  except  as  herein  provided, 
and  shall  appoint  a  deputy  chief  and  such  officers  and  firemen  as  he 
may  think  necessary,  and  may  remove  the  same  at  any  time  for 
cause  and  after  a  hearing.  He  shall  have  full  and  absolute  authority 
in  the  administration  of  the  department,  shall  make  all  rules  and 
regulations  for  its  operation,  shall  report  to  the  selectmen  from  time 
to  time  as  they  may  require,  and  shall  annually  report  to  the  town 
the  condition  of  the  department  with  his  recommendations  thereon; 
he  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  permanent  and  call  members  of 
the  fire  department  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  selectmen.  In  the 
expenditure  of  money  the  chief  shall  be  subject  to  such  further  limi- 
tations as  the  town  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  43.  Chief  to  Act  as  Forest  Warden.  The  chief  of  the 
fire  department  shall  act  as  forest  warden  in  all  towns,  and  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  deputy  wardens  and  fix  their  compensation  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  selectmen. 

Section  44.  Effect  of  Two  Preceding  Sections  on  Firemen  under 
Civil  Service.  The  two  preceding  sections  shall  not  affect  the  tenure 
of  office  nor  apply  to  the  removal  of  permanent  and  call  members 
of  fire  departments  in  towns  which  have  accepted  chapter  thirty-one 
or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws.  Said  sections  shall  not 
apply  to  cities.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  an  attes- 
ted copy  thereof  at  the  Town  Administration  Building,  Post  Office 
and  in  at  least  two  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  each  precinct  in 
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the  Town  and  at  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  each  railrod  station 
in  the  Town  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  day  appointed  for 
said  meeting.

Highway  Department 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Herewith  is  my  annual  report  of  the  Highway  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
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Having-  had  a  season  of  moderate  weather,  a  very  mild  winter, 
plus  the  addition  of  modern  mechanical  equipment,  much  construc- 
tive and  maintenance  work  was  accomplished  during  the  current 
year. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that  this  department  was  able  to 
turn  back  to  the  town's  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  the  sum  of 
$9,000.00. 

It  is  an  inescapable  duty  to  provide  serviceable  highways  and 
some  of  the  existing  Town  ways  are  in  need  of  reconstruction,  which 
are  really  major  projects,  the  most  urgent  being  the  rebuilding  of 
Puritan  Road.  This  project  will  cost  considerable  money  and  I 
recommend  that  the  town  give  serious  thought  to  having  this  work 
done  by  contract  under  a  bond  issue. 

SIDEWALKS 

New  sidewalks  were  constructed  on  the  following  streets:  Ply- 
mouth Avenue,  Lexington  Circle,  Barnstable  Street,  Crescent  Street, 
Manton  Road,  Mountwood  Road,  Puritan  Road,  Sargent  Road,  Shel- 
ton  Road,  Walnut  Road  and  Walker  Road. 

SIDEWALK  MANTENANCE 

Sidewalks  were  repaired  or  rebuilt  during  the  year  on  the 
streets  listed:  Middlesex  Avenue,  Norfolk  Avenue,  Berkshire  Street, 
Burrill  Street,  Hampden  Street,  Humphrey  Street,  Banks  Road,  Ellis 
Road,  &  Paradise  Road. 

Granite  edgestones  were  laid  at  Forest  Avenue,  Monument 
Avenue,  Magnolia  Road  and  the  northeast  side  of  Banks  Road  from 
Walker  Road  to  Farragut  Road. 

STREETS 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  and  sealcoated  during  the 
year:  Allen  Road,  Brown  Road,  Burpee  Road,  Cutting  Road,  Charles 
Road,  Millett  Road,  Ocean  View  Road,  Shelton  Road,  Shepard  Av- 
enue, Bay  View  Avenue,  Essex  Avenue,  Forest  Avenue  Extension, 
Greenway  Avenue  from  High  School  to  Humphrey  Street,  Hillside 
Avenue,  Maple  Avenue,  Plymouth  Avenue,  Suffolk  Avenue,  Worces- 
ter Avenue,  Barnstable  Street,  Hampshire  Street,  Highland  Street, 
King  Street,  Rockland  Street,  Rose  Street,  Cedar  Hill  Terrace,  Fuller 
Terrace,  Humphrey  Terrace,  Ingalls  Terrace,  Bay  View  Drive,  Blan- 
ey  Street,  New  Ocean  Street,  Redington  Street  from  Humphrey 
Street  to  King  Street,  Redington  Street  from  the  junction  of  Maple- 
dale  Place  and  Highland  Street  to  the  junction  of  Forest  Avenue  and 
Greenwood  Avenue. 

At  Shepard  Avenue  a  new  surface  water  drain  was  laid  for  a 
distance  of  248  feet. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 

All  streets,  sidewalks  and  catch  basins  were  cleaned  during  the 
year.  During  the  summer  months,  Fisherman's  Beach,  Whales  Beach 
and  Palmer  Beach  were  cleaned  daily. 

The  remodeling  of  the  highway  building  and  the  new  garage 
were  completed  and  all  equipment  is  now  housed  in  these  buildings. 

A  new  jeep  truck  equipped  with  a  snowplow  was  purchased  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  truck  will  be  used  for  cleaning  the  beaches  and 
miscellaneous  work  in  the  summer  months  and  in  the  winter  will  be 
used  to  plow  snow  on  narrow  streets. 
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A  new  Chevrolet  Coupe  was  purchased  to  replace  one  that  was 
in  service  since  1940. 

PERSONNEL 

On  September  1,  1949,  Martin  Mastromarino  who  had  given 
the  town  thirty  years  of  faithful  service,  was  retired  on  pension  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

As  in  previous  years  this  department  has  endeavored  at  all  times 
to  cooperate  with  all  departments,  and  the  services  of  men  and  equip- 
ment have  been  available  when  needed. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  co- 
operation of  all  town  departments.

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inch;  Duke  St.  84  feet  of  6  inch;  Essex  St.,  14  feet  of  6  inch;  Fos- 
ter Dam  (draft  post)  80  feet  of  6  inch;  Galloupes  Pt.  277  feet  of 
six  inch;  Puritan  Lane,  788  feet  of  6»  inch;  Rocky  Ledge  Rd.  664 
feet  of  6  inch;  Shelton  Rd.  159  feet  of  6  inch;  Shepard  Ave.  553 
feet  of  6  inch;  Walnut  Rd.  447  feet  of  6  inch;  Winshaw  Rd.  391  feet 
of  6  inch;  Forest  Ave.,  236  feet  of  10  inch. 

In  additon  to  the  above,  650  feet  of  6  inch  cast  iron  pipe,  fur- 
nished by  the  Calumet  Construction  Co.,  was  laid  in  the  Veterans 
Housing  Project  on  Cherry  St. 

The  above  installations  have  been  drawn  on  scale  plans  and 
the  continuance  of  the  co-operative  spirit  shown  by  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  in  drawing  plans  of  yearly  installations  is  produc- 
ing an  ever  increasing  file  of  valuable  data.

HYDRANTS : 

1  hydrant  broken  off  by  a  motor  vehicle  was  replaced 
3  hydrants  broken  by  motor  vehicles  were  repaired 
1  hydrant  relocated  due  to  road  construction 

Additional  hydrants  were  installed  in  the  following  streets:  Pur- 
itan Lane,  Rocky  Ledge  Road,  Shepard  Avenue,  Walnut  Road, 
Winshaw  Road, 

The  installation  of  a  draft  post  on  Carson  Terrace,  called  for 
under  Article  38,  in  the  Annual  Warrant  of  1949,  has  been  com- 
pleted, tested  by  the  Fire  Department,  accepted  and  put  into  service. 

The  spring  and  fall  flushing  of  hydrants  was  carried  on  in  the 
usual  manner  after  notices  had  been  posted  in  the  local  papers 
informing  the  public  of  our  schedule. 

The  fall  inspection,  repairing  and  winterizing  of  hydrants  was 
performed  and  all  town  departments  having  occasion  to  use  same 
were  notified  by  mail  to  notify  us  of  the  use  of  any  hydrant  during 
the  winter  months. 

Realizing  the  inability  of  the  present  Metropolitan  water  main 
to  supply  the  Town  at  peak  loads  during  the  hot  summer  months, 
the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board  induced  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  to  install  a  booster  pump  to  help  alleviate  the  con- 
dition. The  pump  was  installed  and  put  into  service  June  18,  1949, 
and  although  it  did  not  solve  the  water  shortage,  it  did  help  in  con- 
junction with  the  non-use  of  hose  and  lawn  sprinklers,  to  supply 
water  for  essential  house-hold  purposes. 

The  co-operation  of  the  public  in  refraining  from  the  use  of 
hose  and  lawn  sprinklers  during  the  hot  spell  of  last  summer  is 
deeply  appreciated. 

During  1948  this  department  appealed  to  the  legislators  from 
this  district  to  enact  legislation  for  a  larger  Metropolitan  conduit 
to  eliminate  the  low  pressure  during  heavy  use  of  lawn  hoses. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  them  as  said  conduit  was  started 
during  the  latter  part  of  1949. 

To  the  Department  Heads  and  Personnel  of  all  Town  Depart- 
ments; y  :>ur  individual  and  collective  co-operation  throughout  the 
past  year  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 
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The  details  of  water  pipe  construction  follows  and  the  cost  of 
same  can  be  found  under  the  Town  Accountant's  Report.

Upon  "Contract  for  New  Outfall  Sewer" 

Dear  Mr.  Enholm: 

We  are  furnishing  you  herewith  two  complete  sets  of  Record 
Plans  covering  the  construction  work  upon  the  above  mentioned 
project.  We  are  also  furnishing  you  herewith  two  copies  of  "Notes 
Pertaining  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  New  Outfall  Sewer 
and  Venturi  Meter." 

We  have  previously  submitted  to  the  contractor  for  approval 
a  final  estimate  under  the  contract  between  your  Board  and  John 
Forward,  Inc.  This  Final  Estimate  is  Periodical  Estimate  for  Partial 
Payment  No.  9,  dated  September  1,  1949.  The  contractor  has  not 
yet  agreed  to  this  Final  Estimate. 

We  also  are  submitting  herewith  for  approval  by  your  Board 
a  "Certificate  of  Completion"  relative  to  the  contract  of  John  For- 
ward, Inc.,  indicating  that  the  official  "Date  of  Completion"  was 
September  1,  1949. 

We  submit  herewith  our  bill  in  duplicate  dated  December  10, 
1949,  which  covers  our  services  during  the  period  from  September 
1  to  December  10,  1949.  We  intend  that  this  shall  be  our  final  bill 
for  engineering  services,  unless  we  are  required  to  furnish  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  time  in  settling  the  question  which  the  con- 
tractor has  raised  regarding  the  payment  allowed  him  in  the  Final 
Estimate. 

Progress  on  New  Outfall  Sewer  Project  during  1949.  The  con- 
tractor had  laid  over  800  feet  of  pipe  for  the  new  outfall  sewer 
before  suspending  work  for  the  winter  months  during  the  latter 
part  of  1948.  During  the  winter  months  the  contractor  assembled 
sections  of  the  outfall  sewer  pipe  to  be  laid  when  construction 
operations  were  started  in  the  spring. 

The  contractor  again  started  work  at  the  site  to  complete  the 
outfall  sewer  project  on  May  5,  1949,  and  continued  the  work  with- 
out serious  interruption  until  the  date  of  completion  on  September 
1,  1949. 

A  total  length  of  about  3800  feet  of  20-inch  outfall  sewer  pipe 
was  laid  inclusive  of  the  connection  with  the  existing  outfall  sewer 
and  the  outlet  structure  of  the  new  outfall  sewer.  Conditions  for 
the  construction  work  were  generally  favorable  and  the  work  pro- 
ceeded to   complettion  without  any  serious  hindrance  or  mishaps. 
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The  entire  project  was  completed  at  a  cost  well  within  the 
amount  appropriated  for  it.  The  total  appropriation  made  by  the 
Town  was  $300,000.  The  expenditures  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
ject were  as  follows: 

(1)  Legal  fees,  advertising  and  etc.  $  325.88 

(2)  Contract  for  borings — Charles  A.  Leary  Co.  1,339.82 

(3)  Contract  for  construction — John  Forward  Inc.  188,396.11 

(4)  Engineering  services — Fay,  Spofford&Thorndike  15,377.59 

(5)  Total  Cost  $205,439.40 

The  preceding  figures  indicate  a  balance  left  over  in  the 
amount  of  $94,560.60. 

The  substantial  balance  remaining  from  the  appropriation  is 
due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  John  Forward,  Inc.,  the  low  bidder, 
proposed  to  do  the  work  for  about  $56,600.00  less  than  the  next 
higher  bidder  and  is  also  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  saving  of 
about  $49,000  below  the  anticipated  cost  under  the  bid  of  John 
Forward,  Inc.,  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  items  of  work  included 
in  the  contract  were  found  not  to  be  required  as  the  construction 
work  progressed. 

We  are  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  satis- 
faction in  having  been  engaged  for  the  engineering  work  upon  this 
project  and  to  also  record  our  appreciation  for  the  friendly  co- 
operation and  assistance  received  from  your  Board  during  our  period 
of  service  on  the  project.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  services  rendered  by 
the  Engineering-  Department  during  the  calendar  year  ending  Dec- 
ember 31,  1949. 

SANITARY  SEWERS 

New  sanitary  sewers  were  constructed  in  Pitman  Road,  Oak 
Road,  Blodgett  Avenue  and  Eureka  Avenue. 

The  Engineering  services  required  by  the  Sewer  Department 
included  preliminary  surveys,  completion  of  preliminariy  plans,  es- 
timate of  quantities,  and  cost  of  construction,  preparation  of  speci- 
fications, designation  of  lines  and  grades  in  the  field,  supervision  of 
construction,  preparation  of  final  plans,  computation  of  final  quan- 
tities and  cost  of  computation  of  assessments.  Record  plans  and 
description  of  necessary  easements  for  these  sewers  were  completed. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  town  is  a  problem  confronting  the 
Health  Department  and  to  bring  the  problem  to  a  head,  the  Health 
Officer  and  this  department  have  looked  over  several  sites  where 
disposal  may  be  made.  At  the  request  of  the  Health  Officer  we  have 
assisted  him  at  various  times  in  locating  cesspools  and  inspecting 
septic  tanks  in  areas  where  there  are  no  sanitary  sewers. 

ASSESSORS  DEPARTMENT 

As  real  estate  transfers  and  land  development  plans  became 
available,  corrections  were  made  on  all  plans  of  the  assessors  de- 
partment and  said  plans  are  up  to  date  as  of  December  31,  1949. 
This  work  included  a  study  of  over  two  hundred  abstracts  and  sev- 
eral land  development  plans. 

PARK  DEPARTMENT 

The  Master  Plan  of  Phillips  Park  area,  requested  by  the  Park 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  was  completed  early  in  1949  and 
has  beeen  very  useful  in  laying  out  the  new  baseball  field  and  other 
play  areas  at  this  park.  By  having  such  a  plan  many  hours  of  engin- 
eering were  saved  in  making  new  layouts. 

At  Jackson  Park  a  new  area  is  being  developed  for  winter  sports 
and  in  the  near  future  it  is  expected  to  have  a  fine  skating  area  here. 

Engineering  services  required  by  the  Park  Department  included 
designation  of  lines  and  grades  at  Phillips  Park  for  new  ball-fields 
and  the  same  at  Jackson  Park  for  a  new  winter  play  area. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  Police  Department  we  have  made  traffic 
study  plans  at  the  following  intersections:  Humphrey  and  Redington 
Streets,  Humphrey  and  Blaney  Streets,  Humphrey  Street  and  In- 
galls  Terrace,  Humphrey  Street  and  Puritan  Road,  Essex  street  and 
Burpee  Road,  Essex  Street  and  Stetson  Avenue,  Essex  Street  and 
Danvers  Road,  Humphrey  and  Pleasant  Streets,  Paradise  and  Ellis 
Roads.  These  plans  require  much  time  in  the  field  locating  all  the  fea- 
tures that  would  cause  a  traffic  hazard  at  the  intersections. 

When  the  plans  are  completed  they  are  presented  to  the  State 
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Department  of  Public  Safety  for  study  and  recommendation  regard- 
ing traffic  signals. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  engineering  services  required  by  the  Highway  Department 
included  preliminary  surveys,  completion  of  preliminary  plans,  esti- 
mate of  quantities  and  cost  of  construction,  the  designation  of  lines 
and  grades  in  the  field,  as  follows:  Redington  Street,  new  road  con- 
struction from  Highland  Street  to  Greenwood  Avenue ;  Sidewalks  and 
Curbing,  Shelton  Road,  Monument  Avenue,  Walnut  Road,  Manton 
Road,  Banks  Road,  Magnolia  Road  and  Forest  Avenue ;  Shepard 
Avenue,  catch  basin  construction ;  Alden  and  Humphrey  Streets, 
Priscilla  and  Humphrey  Streets,  removal  of  curb  and  placing  of  new 
sidewalks  at  the  corners. 

STREET  LINE  SURVEYS 

At  the  request  of  citizens  concerned,  seventeen  surveys  were 
made  for  the  purpose  of  locating  street  lines  as  established  by  town 
plans.  This  work  in  some  cases  included  the  study  of  private  deeds 
and  visits  to  the  Essex  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Salem  to  straighten  out 
errors  found  in  old  plans  and  deeds. 

Stone  monuments  were  set  on  Allen  Road,  Humphrey  Street, 
Burpee  Road,  Puritan  Road  and  Puritan  Lane,  Alden  Road  and 
Blodgett  Avenue. 

SELECTMEN'S  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  layout  plans  were 
made  for  the  acceptance  of  the  following  streets:  Bradlee  Avenue, 
Blodgett  Avenue,  Cutting  Road,  Forest  Avenue,  Charles  Road, 
Shepard  Avenue,  Estabrook  Road  and  Hawthorne  Road. 

Cemetery  sketch  showing  lot  changes  on  Diamond  Path. 

Plan  showing  the  proposed  widening  of  Walker  Road  and 
Paradise  Road  intersection. 

Plan,  to  be  presented  to  the  local  planning  board  and  the  State 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  showing  the  proposed  widening  of 
the  "S"  curve  at  Burrill  Street  and  Paradise  Road  and  land  taking 
necessary  for  the  same. 

Engineering  advice  was  given  from  time  to  time  regarding 
Zoning  and  Planning  laws  in  the  different  districts. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  Water  Department  has  had  the  largest  program  in  the 
past  year  of  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  said  department. 

The  Engineering  services  required  by  the  Water  Department 
included  preliminary  surveys,  preliminary  plans,  estimates  of  ledge 
excavation,  final  location  surveys  and  plans.  Water  pipe  location 
plans  were  made  for  the  following  streets:  Forest  Avenue,  Shepard 
Avenue,  Rockyledge  Road,  Duke  Street,  Alden  Road,  Shelton  Road, 
Williams  Terrace,  Pinehill  Road,  Foster  Road,  Gale  Road,  Walnut 
Road,  The  Greenway,  Blodgett  Avenue,  Charles  Road,  Winshaw 
Road,  Brown  Road. 

A  line  was  given  for  draft  layout  on  Carson  Terrace;  this 
hydrant  draws  water  from  Foster  Pond. 
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A  line  was  given  for  water  pipe  location  on  Prospect  Street. 
The  above  program  of  water  pipe  covered  about  4300  lin.  ft.  of  pipe 
laid  during-  1949. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  committee  for  the  new  schools  a  plan 
of  land  description  and  computations  were  made  for  land  surround- 
ing- the  present  Hadley  School. 

Clarke  School.  A  survey  showing  property  lines  and  a  plan  of 
adjacent  land  thereto. 

Several  other  sketches  were  made  of  vacant  land  to  be  used 
in  selecting  a  site  for  the  new  proposed  schools. 

TOWN  COUNSEL 

A  survey  and  computations  were  made  of  a  parcel  of  land  at  the 
Easterly  end  of  Blaney  Beach  and  a  plan  prepared  for  registering 
title  to  the  same  through  the  Massachusetts  Land  Court. 

Descriptions  for  deeds  were  made  for  land  takings  at  the 
intersection  of  Walker  and  Paradise  Roads. 

Other  sketches  and  descriptions  as  well  as  Engineering  advice 
was  given  to  the  legal  department  on  request  of  said  department. 

TOWN  CLERK 

Eight  copies  of  the  new  Zoning  on  Humphrey  Street  to  rear  Bay 
View  Avenue  and  also  the  new  additional  area  to  Zone  Al  to  be 
placed  in  the  different  precincts  of  the  town.  Copies  were  also  made 
to  be  presented  to  the  Attorney  General's  office. 


In  addition  to  the  work  requested  by  the  several  departments, 
estimates  for  Chapter  90  work  were  made,  with  the  aid  of  the  Coun- 
ty Engineering  Department  and  Salem  Street  resurfacing  was  fin- 
ished. 

Many  requests  have  been  made  for  town  maps  by  citizens  of 
the  town,  business  houses,  U.  S.  Army,  Harvard  College  etc.  The 
requests  were  so  numerous  that  the  Master  Map  had  to  be  brought 
up  to  date  and  a  new  supply  of  maps  ordered. 

PERSONNEL  AND  EQUIPMENT 

This  department  functioned  with  a  Chief  Engineer,  Assistant 
Engineer,  Transitman  and  Rodman-Inspector. 

The  department  is  still  in  need  of  more  steel  filing  cabinets,  a 
new  calculating  machine,  drafting  equipment  and  field  equipment, 
some  of  which  we  hope  to  purchase  in  1950. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  different  departments  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampcott: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  sub- 
mits its  report  for  the  year  1949. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Library  published  an  illustrated  three  page 
report  presenting-  briefly  the  work  of  1948  and  particularly  pointing 
out  the  need  for  an  addition  to  the  building.  The  Boy  Scouts,  in  an 
exceptional  public  service,  distributed  this  to  every  house  in  town. 
Conferences  with  an  architect  have  been  carried  on  during  the  year 
to  explore  possibilities.  Our  plan  is  to  maintain  the  enviable  charac- 
teristic, feasible  in  a  small  town,  of  free  access  to  books,  and  to  re- 
quire no  more  staff  for  supervision.  We  think  the  outline  has  been 
achieved,  and  there  now  remains  the  considerable  work  on  details. 
We  are  lucky  to  have  land  for  expansion,  and  an  old  building  which 
needs  no  extensive  structural  changes. 

Two  more  major  improvements  in  our  thirty-two  year  old  build- 
ing were  made :  an  oil  burner  was  installed  in  June ;  the  entire  inter- 
ior was  repainted  in  light  colors,  which  have  caused  much  favorable 
comment;  the  handsome  woodwork  was  also  cleaned  and  waxed  for 
the  first  time  in  many  years.  The  general  relighting,  much  needed, 
should  probably  be  postponed  until  the  addition  is  built,  when  the 
whole  problem  can  be  studied. 

The  "real"  work  of  the  Library  (supplying  people  with  books 
and  information)  is,  as  always,  hard  to  describe,  but  of  constant  in- 
terest and  challenge.  The  public  library  tries  to  serve  all  ages,  from 
the  pre-school  child  who  wants  picture  books,  to  the  adult  who  has 
"read  everything",  and  not  overlooking  the  reluctant  student  who 
must  have  something  for  a  required  book  review.  The  appointment 
of  a  Reading  Consultant  in  the  schools  has  been  reflected  in  demands 
on  the  Library,  and  the  association  is  a  profitable  one.  Active  cooper- 
ation is  being  developed  with  the  High  School  Librarian,  a  new  pos- 
ition created  this  fall,  whose  work  also  stimulates  that  of  the  Public 
Library. 

Displays  of  selected  timely  material  in  trays  on  the  desk  are 
popular.  One  noticeably  increased  call  is  for  information  on  goods 
for  consumers.  The  collection  of  "100  significant  books"  still  circu- 
lates actively,  as  does  "Spotlight  on  America",  for  both  of  which  we 
give  printed  lists.  Other  lists  mimeographed  by  the  Library  have  been: 
"50  notable  Books  of  1948  chosen  by  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion"; "Spring  Cleaning";  Families,  real  and  imagined";  "Books  to 
own — suggestions  for  graduation  gifts";  "Baseball  and  Football"; 
and  a  Book  Chat  monthly  from  September  to  June.  Late  this  year  we 
issued  a  rather  extensive  list  on  elementary  school  education,  chil- 
dren, parent,  and  teacher  relationships,  at  the  request  of  the  Machon 
P.  T.  A. 

The  usual  number  of  talks  has  been  given  by  the  Librarian:  a 
major  one  before  the  Swampscott  Woman's  Club;  one  at  Open  House, 
attended  by  about  sixty  people;  and  one  before  a  Girl  Scout  troop 
who  wanted  to  learn  how  the  Library  is  supported,  etc.  The  ninth 
grades  in  Hadley  and  St.  John's  schools  have  been  introduced  to  the 
Adult  department  in  a  total  of  ten  lessons. 

After  several  years  of  agitation,  a  Great  Books  reading  and  dis- 
cussion group  has  been  organized.  Forty  persons  came  to  the  first 
meeting  in  the  Jean  Allan  Room;  attendance  has  fluctuated,  but  a 
nucleus  has  been  established  to  last  through  the  course.  Robert  L. 
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Benford  and  Robert  0.  Butcher  are  the  volunteer  leaders  to  whom 
we  are  indebted. 

A  notable  gift  was  received  from  Mr.  Henry  S.  Baldwin,  who 
deposited  the  first  volume  of  his  papers  on  Swampscott  history.  These 
are  to  be  kept  in  the  Vault  for  consultation  by  qualified  research 
workers. 

Continued  contributions  of  flower  arrangements  from  the  var- 
ious Garden  clubs  beautify  the  building  week  by  week  and  give  much 
pleasure. 

JEAN  ALLAN  ROOM 

This  room  benefitted  greatly  by  the  repainting  which  made  it 
much  lighter.  Though  it  also  seemed  larger  the  shelves  were  crowded, 
and  it  was  a  major  task  to  eliminate  the  considerable  amount  of 
"dated"  material. 

An  unusually  successful  Spring  Book  Festival  was  held,  with  a 
planned  activity  each  day  of  the  week,  ending  with  a  capacity  crowd 
for  a  book  quiz  on  a  lovely  Friday  afternoon.  Book  prizes  donated 
by  the  New  England  News  Company  were  an  unannounced  feature. 
During  that  week  Miss  Jennie  Lindquist,  editor  of  the  Horn  Book, 
spoke  to  an  appreciative  though  small  group  of  parents  at  a  meeting 
in  the  Jean  Allan  Room. 

The  Butterfly  Reading  club,  a  clever  idea  worked  out  by  Mrs. 
Linden,  was  popular  during  the  summer,  resulting  in  a  higher  circu- 
lation than  in  the  corresponding  period  in  1948.  Story  hour  atten- 
dance through  the  winter  months  is  still  largely  by  the  younger  chil- 
dren. 

Forty-three  classroom  collections  have  been  sent  to  the  schools; 
their  delivery  is  still  mainly  due  to  the  generosity  of  a  busy  person, 
none  less  than  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  himself. 


The  consternation  caused  among  librarians  by  the  so-called 
"communications  revolution" —  the  rapid  development  of  the  mass- 
appealing-media  of  recordings,  films,  and  radio,  which  culminated  in 
television  is  calming  down.  As  circulation  figures  are  compiled  (the 
time-honored  though  inadequate  measure  of  library  influence)  we  find 
that  the  Library  is  still  'doing  business',  even  a  little  more  than  in 
1948  as  far  as  adults  are  concerned.  The  larger  libraries,  with  more 
staff,  bigger  budgets,  and  larger  buildings,  are  able  to  adopt  and  use 
all  these  devices  which  spread  ideas.  There  is  no  doubt  that  smaller 
ones,  after  the  experimentation  period,  by  which  they  can  benefit, 
will  also  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of  some  of  the  best  of  these. 

Massachusetts  has  passed  a  state  law  to  grant  certificates  to 
properly  qualified  workers  in  libraries,  from  whom  applications  are 
now  being  received.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  held  more  than  the  usual  number  of  meetings  during 
the  year  of  1949,  in  large  part  due  to  the  hearings  required  on  ac- 
count of  subdivisions  both  original  and  redevelopment. 

Several  properties,  containing  old  houses  placed  in  complete 
nonconformity  with  present  zoning  requirements,  have  been  given 
subdivision  approval  by  the  Board  in  order  to  legalize  prospective 
transfers  of  all  or  part  of  the  holdings. 

The  Board  has  been  able  to  assist  developers  through  preliminary 
hearings  to  work  out  their  subdivision  problems,  and  suggests  that 
such  hearings  be  requested  in  cases  where  there  is  doubt  as  to  per- 
missible procedure.  Building  has  been  active  during  the  year  in  the 
Forest  Ave.  section;  also  on  the  large  estates  (now  subdivided)  along 
the  ocean  front;  and  in  the  Phillips  Beach  area.  In  general  these 
homes  are  of  a  type  which  will  add  materially  to  the  value  and  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  Town.  In  earlier  days  when  no  lot  areas  were  pres- 
cribed for  the  districts  in  the  Town  there  was  a  tendency  to  over- 
crowd ;  now  with  minimum  areas,  set  backs,  and  sidelines  specified 
owners  have  shown  a  desire  for  lots  in  excess  of  the  minimum  on 
the  realization  that  they  are  a  desirable  asset. 

In  our  1948  report  the  Board  recommended  a  comprehensive 
study  of  the  school  requirements;  since  that  time  we  have  co-operated 
with  the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  holding  several 
joint  meetings,  and  employing  an  independent  Architect  to  make  a 
preliminary  survey. 

The  Board  is  having  the  zoning  map  reprinted  embodying  chan- 
ges up  to  the  end  of  1949.  The  text  of  the  by-law  could  not  be  re- 
issued as  correct  until  certain  minor  errors  ocurring  in  the  last  year's 
warrant  are  legally  eliminated. 

The  Board  is  pleased  with  the  high  level  of  building  activity,  and 
feels  that  this  is  in  part  due  to  the  revised  zoning  by-law  now  in 
effect.  For  the  first  time  there  have  been  appearing  numbers  of  new 
houses  of  unique  construction,  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  such 
houses  will  be  designed  and  located  so  as  to  fit  harmoniously  into  the 
surroundings.

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  herewith  its  report 
for  the  year  1949. 

The  1949  session  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed  sev- 
eral new  laws  affecting  the  operation  of  this  department,  the  most 
important  of  which  were  as  follows; 

Chapter  486.  (Effective  September  29,  1949)  increases  the  amount 
of  cash  surrender  value  which  a  recipient  of  Old  Age  Assistance  may 
retain  in  life  insurance,  from  $500.00  to  $1,000.00  without  executing 
an  assignment. 

Chapter  662.  (Effective  October  28,  1949)  provides  that  applicants 
and  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  may  retain  bank  deposits  or 
other  liquidable  assets  not  exceeding  $500.00  in  the  case  of  an  in- 
dividual recipient  and  joint  deposits  of  other  assets  not  exceeding 
$1,000.00  in  the  case  of  husband  and  wife.  This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  $200.00  in  allowable  assets  for  an  individual  or  $400.00  in 
the  case  of  a  husband  and  wife. 

Chapter  796.  (Effective  December  1,  1949)  provides  for  an  addit- 
ional item  in  the  Old  Age  Budget  to  be  known  as  ''Leisure  Time  Ac- 
tivities" for  all  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  at  the  rate  of  $4.00 
per  month.  The  law  further  provides  that  all  cities  and  towns  making 
payments  under  this  law  shall  be  reimbursed  in  full  by  the  Common- 
wealth. This  chapter  makes  it  necessary  for  this  department  to  ex- 
pend approximately  $6500.00  additionally  per  year,  as  the  reimburse- 
ment when  received  is  not  available  for  use  of  this  department.  Chap- 
ter 766.  (Effective  November  25,  1949)  increases  the  rate  for 
hospital  care  for  recipients  in  all  categories  of  assistance  from  $8.00 
to  $10.01)  per  diem. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  co- 
operation we  have  received  from  the  Swampscott  Community  Service 
Inc.  and  to  Miss  Sylvia  Chesley,  the  visiting  nurse  and  her  assistant 
Mrs.  Barker  who  made  928  calls  during  1949  to  recipients  in  all  cata- 
gories  of  assistance.  Chief  Francis  P.  Wall  and  the  members  of  his 
department  have  provided  their  usual  prompt  and  courteous  service 
in  moving  patients  to  and  from  Hospitals,  Convalescent  Homes  and 
State  Institutions.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  citizens  for  their  continued  confi- 
dence in  the  activities  of  the  department. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  Mr.  John  Homan  chose 
to  retire  after  having  served  continuously  since  1929.  Through  his 
leadership,  sound  judgment,  and  continued  progressive  policies  of 
past  commissioners  this  department  has  been  able  to  go  forward. 

We  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  Roland  C  Booma,  local  sports- 
man, and  business  man,  to  the  Board  and  we  believe  that  this  initia- 
tive and  energy  will  be  well  appreciated. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Highway  Department, 
Water  and  Sewer  Board,  School  Department,  Cemetery  Department, 
Police,  Fire,  and  Health  Departments  and  the  Custodians,  as  well  as 
the  many  civic  minded  business  men  of  the  Town  who  have  given  us 
continued  support  in  our  many  activities. 

PHILLIPS  PARK 

A  sizeable  portion  of  the  new  baseball  field  was  completed  and 
has  allowed  more  playing  space  both  for  the  girls  and  boys. 

Adult  softball  was  carried  on  with  an  eight  team  league  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Louis  Bufalino,  a  former  Cornell  athlete.  This 
league  was  carried  out  to  the  end  of  its  schedule,  making  possible 
recreation  for  young  adults. 

A  dry  summer  and  the  curtailment  of  water  use  by  the  M.D.C., 
taxed  the  ingenuity  of  the  department  and  the  supply  from  the  ar- 
tesian well  to  keep  the  grass  growing. 

Again  this  season,  we  cooperated  with  the  town  of  Marblehead 
School  department  in  loaning  our  bleachers  and  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Highway  department  and  the  many  Marblehead  departments, 
additional  seating  space  was  made  for  the  annual  classic.  We  agree 
to  the  statement  made  from  Marblehead," — I  hope  in  future  years 
that  both  towns  may  see  more  seats  to  their  stadium  so  moving  bleach- 
ers will  not  be  necessary.  It  is  not  conducive  to  prolonging  the  life  of 
any  portable  bleacher  to  keep  moving  them  around,  although  it  may 
be  beneficial  to  the  spectator,  it  is  not  to  the  stands" 

ABBOTT  PARK 

This  Board  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  being  in  disfavor  of  taking 
Abbott  Park  for  the  erection  of  a  school,  believing  that  with  further 
study  a  plan  may  be  made  for  the  new  school  and  still  maintain  the 
playground.  It  is  admitted  that  the  field  is  limited  to  the  amount 
of  activity  that  may  be  carried  on,  but,  it  is  better  than  none  and 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  other  spot  that  can  replace  this  area 
as  a  playground.  We,  also,  believe  that  by  the  same  token  of  a  grow- 
ing school  population,  there  should  be  adequate  space  with  it. 

JACKSON  PARK 

The  erection  of  the  new  cage  type  back  stop  has  been  one  of  a 
controversial  nature.  With  the  probable  construction  of  a  hockey  rink 
and  the  clearing  out  of  the  underbrush  behind  the  old  backstop,  it  is 
very  likely  that  it  can  be  used  to  more  advantage  at  one  of  the  other 
parks. 
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Boundary  posts  were  erected  on  the  Greenway  and  a  better  ap- 
proach bull-dozed  to  the  site  of  the  Rink. 

The  annual  greater  Lynn  Camp  Fire  Council  Day  Camp  was 
again  carried  on  for  five  weeks  of  the  summer  and  its  good  can  only 
be  measured  by  the  happiness  of  the  little  girls  at  their  activities. 

We  wish  to  congratulate  the  Swampscott  High  School  on  its  vic- 
tory of  league  and  State  Champions  of  baseball,  whose  home  games 
were  carried  on  at  this  field. 

The  tennis  courts  continue  to  be  very  popular  to  the.  citizens  of 
Swampscott,  as  well  as  many  "out-of-towners". 

RECREATION  PROJECT 

The  recreational  program  was  very  popular  and  due  mainly  to 
the  fine  leadership  of  Mr.  Keith  Jordan  and  his  group  of  leaders,  Mr. 
Charles  Gallagher  of  Merrimac  College,  Mr.  Kenneth  Sewall  of  Dart- 
mouth College,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Howe  of  Harvard  University.  These 
men  did  a  splendid  job  which  is  evident  by  the  following  report  from 
Mr.  Jordan: 

SWAMPSCOTT  SUMMER  RECREATION  PROGRAM 

For  boys  ages  6  through  16 
At  3  parks:  Jackson,  Abbott,  and  Phillips  Parks 
Program  opened  on  Wednesday,  June  29th  and  closed  Tuesday  P.M. 
August  30th  (nine  weeks). 

Program:  Baseball-Junior  league — 6   teams.   Senior  league  4 
teams 

Softball — Midget  League — 4  teams 
Track  and  Field  events 

Tag  Football — Junior  and  Senior  Leagues. 

Tennis 

Volleyball 

Fundamentals  and  skills  were  taught  the  boys  in  all  the  sport 
activities  listed  above. 

Leagues  were  then  formed  for  interplayground  competitions  and 
many  contests  with  teams  from  Nahant,  Danvers,  Marblehead,  Revere, 
and  Lynn  were  played. 

Senior  and  Junior  Baseball  titles  were  won  by  Jackson  Park, 
Midget  Baseball  won  by  Phillips  Park  and  Track  (juniors)  won  by 
Abbott  Park. 

This  program  was  carried  on  six  days  weekly  with  an  average  of 
55  boys  at  Phillips  Park,  48  at  Abbott  Park  and  43  at  Jackson  Park. 
At  the  end  of  the  season  prizes  were  given  to  the  boys  showing  pro- 
ficiency by  the  Upper  Swampscott  Improvement  Association.  We  hope 
that  in  future  years  this  program  may  be  extended  to  include  girls 
and  young  adults. 

MOTH  WORK 

Dutch  Elm  Disease — At  the  time  of  this  writing  the  disease  has 
spread  to  166  towns  in  all  of  the  12  mainland  counties  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, involving  2,564  trees  in  1949  and  a  total  of  5503  trees 
since  1941.  This  town  had  two  cases  on  private  land  in  1947  and 
through  this  past  season,  we  have  had  no  additional  cases.  We  are 
merely  stating  this  as  a  matter  of  record  and  not  boastfully,  for  there 
has  been  no  permanent  check,  once  the  disease  gets  going.  We  have 
sprayed  all  elms  with  D.D.T.,  arsenate  of  lead,  contact  material,  and 
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early  applications  of  dormant  oil.  Our  weakness  has  been  in  the  lack 
of  man  power  to  do  the  requested  pruning  of  dead  wood. 

Japanese  Beetles — have  caused  a  lot  of  trouble  and  there  has 
been  a  definite  inroad  and  increase.  We  used  CHLORDANE,  BENZ- 
ENE HEXA  CHLORIDE,  PYRETHRUM,  ROTENONE,  and  as  a  last 
resort  MILKY  SPORE  DISEASE  towards  their  control  and  a  definite 
check  should  be  noted  next  season. 

Canker  Worms — A  short  but  insistent  batch  of  canker  worms 
gave  trouble  which  resulted  from  too  much  faith  having  been  put  in 
D.D.T.  spraying.  A  resultant  spray  was  the  combination  PYRE- 
THRUMROTENONE. 

Other  insect  pests  were  Red  Spider,  Spruce  Mite,  Pine  Leaf 
Scale,  Sawflies,  Hag  Moth,  Fall  Web  Worm,  Peach  Tree  Borer,  Birch 
Borer,  EUONYMUS  SCALE,  and  the  numerous  apple  pests. 

SHADE  TREE  WORK 

The  two  men  involved  in  this  work  carried  on  a  very  heavy 
schedule  of  tree  removal,  due  mainly  to  new  home  construction  and 
requests  by  citizens  for  tree  removal.  Dangerous  trees  were  removed 
without  a  public  hearing,  buti  all  others  required  a  hearing  and  three 
cases  went  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  As  the  year  ends,  we  are 
still  far  behind  in  fulfilling  requests  for  trimming  and  pruning  and 
have  definitely  ascertained  that  an  additional  man  is  needed  not  alone 
for  the  manual  part  of  the  job  but  for  the  safety  of  life  and  property.

There  were  130  complaints  received  by  me  concerning  dogs 
within  the  town  during  the  year  1949  all  of  which  were  investigated 
and  remedied. 

There  were  376  dogs  turned  over  to  the  Dog  Officer,  287  being 
restored  to  their  various  owners  having  their  license  tags  on  collar 
or  harness,  and  42  proven  to  be  stray  dogs  were  disposed  of.  Many 
dogs  within  the  town  have  died  during  the  past  year,  some  being 
killed  by  motor  vehicles,  others  died  of  natural  causes. 

All  owners  who  neglected  to  license  their  dogs  as  provided 
by  statute  have  been  notified  and  required  to  procure  the  necessary 
license.

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  hereby  submits  its  report 
for  the  year  1949 : 

The  present  Director  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office  on  July 
5th,  1949.  All  figures,  other  than  financial  are  from  July  to  Decem- 
ber inclusive.  Financial  figures  are  for  the  entire  year. 

Regular  office  hours  are  being  maintained  from  nine  until  noon, 
Monday  through  Friday.  Appointments  are  made  to  meet  individuals 
at  their  convenience,  if  they  are  unable  to  visit  the  office. 

This  Department  is  operating  under  a  State  budget  that  was  com- 
piled October  1948.  The  amounts  allowed  have  been  found  to  be  in- 
adequate to  meet  the  needs  of  large  families.  However,  last  Novem- 
ber the  State  increased  the  hospital  per  diem  allowance  from  eight  to 
ten  dollars  per  day  for  hospitalized  recipients  over  thirteen  years 
of  age. 

The  majority  of  applicants  for  assistance  are  veterans  of  both 
World  Wars  who  are  temporarily  out  of  employment  or  are  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  their  government  check.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1949,  together  with  those  of  its  various  officers. 

It  seems  almost  impossible  to  create  a  realization  that  public 
health  like  other  municipal  functions  must  take  on  additional  tasks 
and  must  alter  routine  procedure  if  it  is  to  keep  pace  with  public 
health  advancement  and  if  it  is  to  give  to  the  citizen  what  he  has 
a  right  to  expect  for  protection  of  himself  and  family.  Public  Health 
practice  has  progressed  at  a  rapid  pace  since  the  beginning  of  the 
century  and  any  community  which  wishes  to  maintain  its  public 
health  in  keeping  therewith  must  expect  to  provide  means  for  nec- 
essary expansion. 

Further,  one  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  costs  of  exten- 
sions must  be  met  from  the  tax  levy  and  this  levy  affects  very  directly 
the  tax  payer  who  already  is  well  burdened.  A  change  of  emphasis 
on  seeming  community  necessities  would  provide  funds  for  public 
health  without  an  increase  in  taxes.  And,  too,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  improved  public  health  facilities  pay  dividends,  which  may  not 
always  be  collected  in  monetary  value  but  do  make  a  fuller  and  more 
healthful  existence. 

The  following  outline  of  public  health  needs  for  Swampscott 
may  not  be  in  order  of  importance  nor  is  it  necessarily  complete. 
It  is  a  basis  for  study  and  should  be  so  regarded. 

HEALTH  COUNCIL 

Health  councils  composed  of  representatives  of  civic  and  social 
organizations  have  been  organized  in  many  communities  and  have 
aided  in  stimulating  public  health  mindedness  with  a  resulting  im- 
provement in  public  health  work. 

If  and  when  such  a  council  should  be  considered,  the  Board  of 
Health  should  be  the  organizer  and  should  retain  final  power  of  ap- 
proval over  any  proposed  procedure  because  all  public  health  mea- 
sures must  be  drawn  strictly  in  accord  with  law  or  regulation  as  it 
"s  difficult  to  make  one  not  familiar  with  laws  to  realize  that  public 
workers  are  limited  in  their  official  actions.  The  Board  of  Health 
mould  be  at  all  times  careful  to  retain  full  control  of  all  its  activities ; 
t  should  not  accept  any  plan  for  supervision  of  any  of  its  activities  or 
af  its  employees  by  any  agency  however  feasible  or  efficient  the 
agency  or  its  plans  may  seem;  it  should  accept  no  aid,  financial  or 
otherwise,  except  such  aid  under  its  full  supervision  and  direction. 

AUDIOMETER 

The  use  of  an  Audiometer  for  testing  hearing  of  school  children 
will  quickly  demonstrate  its  usefulnes,  not  only  to  detect  impaired 
hearing  but  also  to  detect  other  imperfections,  which  if  uncorrected 
may  lead  to  permanent  impairment.  At  the  present  time  our  Health 
Nurse  borrows  a  machine  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  whenever  one  is  available. 

DUMPS 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  legalized  dumps  in  the  town, 
[nvariably  our  attention  is  called  to  many  vacant  lots,  dead  end 
streets  and  isolated  areas  where  gardeners,  contractors,  truckers 
and  others  are  creating  nuisances  which  are  detrimental  to  the  well 
being  of  the  town.  For  a  past  number  of  years  the  town  has  been 
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fortunate  to  contract  to  have  its  refuse  collected  and  removed  from 
the  community.  The  Board  of  Health  realizing-  that  at  any  time  the 
town  may  be  forced  with  the  problem  of  having  a  place  whereby  the 
refuse  being  collected  about  the  town  must  be  taken  care  of,  is  ad- 
vocating that  the  town  establish  a  municipal  dump.  With  modern 
methods  it  is  now  possible  for  a  dump  to  be  so  controlled  that  it  will 
not  be  a  nuisance  in  any  sense  of  the  word.  This  would  also  be  a 
great  convenience  to  all  of  the  town's  people  who  at  sometime  or 
other  have  waste  material  which  they  wish  to  dispose  of  themselves.

X-RAY  SURVEY 

From  October  17,  1949  through  November  1,  1949,  an  X-ray 
Survey  was  held  in  the  town  for  any  person,  15  years  of  age  and  over. 
This  service  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Essex  County  Health  Associa- 
tion, the  Swampscott  Tuberculosis  Christmas  Seal  Committee  and 
your  local  Board  of  Health.  Four  locations  were  selected  so  as  to  give 
every  opportunity  to  the  residences  to  avail  themselves  of  this  free 
service  which  was  paid  for  out  of  Christmas  Seal  Funds.  The  break- 
down according  to  final  diagnosis  following  a  re-take  clinic  on  Nov- 
ember 29th  is  hereby  listed:

MOSQUITOES 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Park  Department  and  their 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Burk,  we  carried  on  a  new  form  of  Mosquito 
control.  In  the  early  spring  catch  basins  and  various  bogs  and  ponds 
were  oiled.  The  remainder  of  the  project  consisted  of  spraying  insec- 
ticides on  the  various  places  and  this  together  with  a  dry  season  has 
made  our  Mosquito  Control  work  very  satisfactory.  We  will  again 
attempt  to  maintain  a  control  of  this  insect. 

FOOD  REGULATIONS 

During  the  past  year  we  broadened  our  regulations  for  food  es- 
tablishments and  set  up  an  inspection  service  to  help  owners  maintain 
clean  places  of  business  and  also  gave  personal  instruction  to  employ- 
ees on  handling  food  and  utensils.  Laboratory  checks  were  made  to 
show  establishments  the  trouble  spots  that  needed  correction.

Permits  are  required  for  all  outside  fires.  This  does  not  include 
Fireplaces,  incinerators,  or  ash  barrels.  Persons  requesting  super- 
vised burning  are  required  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the  fire  depart- 
ment. This  permit  will  be  issued  to  the  owner  or  his  agent.  He  thereby 
assumes  all  responsibility  as  far  as  damages  occur  tio  his  or  any  other 
properties. 

As  this  is  an  office  set  up  by  law  it  requires  a  small  outlay  of 
money.  I  therefore  request  the  sum  of  $100.00  be  appropriated  as 
has  been  the  practice  of  the  past  few  years. 

I  have  no  report  to  make  as  most  of  the  details  are  included  in 
our  Fire  department  records.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  February  7, 
1948,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  April  30,  1949,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  recorded  finan- 
cial transactions  of  the  town  as  shown  on  the  books  of  the  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  or  committing  bills  for  collec- 
tion. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  ledger 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  various  departments  making 
payments  to  the  treasurer  while  the  recorded  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasury  warrants  signed  by  the  selectmen  and  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book.  The  appropriations  and  transfers  from 
the  reserve  fund  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town 
meetings  and  with  the  authorizations  of  the  finance  committee. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  April  30,  1949. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and 
with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  bal- 
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ance  on  April  30,  1949  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal- 
ances with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  veri- 
fication of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds  and  coupons 
on  file.  The  bond  and  coupon  account  was  reconciled  and  the  out- 
standing coupons  were  listed. 

The  transactions  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retire- 
ment funds  in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and 
the  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
these  funds  were  examined  and  listed. 

The  deductions  from  employees'  salaries  for  federal  taxes  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  amount  due  and  paid  to  the  federal 
government. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector's  records,  the  tax  titles  redeemed  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed 
and  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and  assess- 
ments outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  and  all 
subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and  checked  with  the  assess- 
ors' warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  the 
transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  resnective  ledger  ac- 
counts. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abate- 
ments were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  was  obtained 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  assessors'  records  of  apportioned  assessments  not  due  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  apportionments  added  to  taxes  were 
verified,  and  the  apportioned  assessments  not  due  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The 
records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  being  compared  with  the  receipts 
on  file  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish  them 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  and  of  the  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments, 
as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town, 
were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 
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Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries 
of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and 
retirement  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  received 
from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Contributory  Retirement  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

This  is  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Retirement  Boards,  through 
legislation  which  was  introduced  and  passed  by  the  legislature  in 
1949,  was  able  to  secure  increased  benefits  for  the  members.  Gen- 
erally, each  retiring  employee  will  receive  an  extra  $250.00  per  year. 
Efforts  are  under  way  this  year  to  bring  benefits  under  our  state  law 
up  to  those  paid  in  private  industry.  During  the  past  year  a  number 
of  large  corporations  agreed  to  pay  their  employees  a  pension  of 
$100.00  per  month,  with  survivorship.  It  is  our  belief,  that  in  time, 
pension  benefits  under  our  system  will  approximate  those  paid  in 
private  industry.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  our  employees  now 
pay  5%  of  their  wages  towards  their  retirement,  while  in  private 
industry  but  1%%  is  paid. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  interest  of  each  member  is  necessary 
to  secure  those  benefits  to  which  we  feel  our  members  are  entitled. 
If  each  employee  all  over  the  commonwealth  would  contact  his  repre- 
sentative and  senator  we  could  make  much  better  progress.  Again  we 
emphasize  that  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  program,  recipients, 
who  have  contributed  nothing,  receive  cash  payments  of  approxi- 
mately $100.00  per  month,  with  extras  for  doctors,  medicine  and 
hospital  care,  which  makes  the  monthly  total  much  higher.  The  Old 
Age  group  is  well  organized  and  any  bill  which  is  presented  in  its 
name  commands  careful  consideration,  whilst  our  employees,  who 
have  no  state  wide  association,  are  given  but  little  attention. 

Our  programs  will  not  cost  the  employing  group;  state,  counties, 
and  towns;  much  more,  as  they  are  now  on  a  cash  basis,  as  contrasted 
with  a  reserve  plan,  thus  their  contributions  are  limited  to  the  actual 
cost;  i.e.,  money  paid  out.  Under  the  old  system  the  employing  units 
were  required  to  pay  out  a  sum  based  upon  actual  payments,  plus 
additional  money  to  be  held  in  reserve.  This  reserve  feature  has  been 
done  away  with,  thus  saving  money. 

It  is  our  wish  that  any  employees  who  have  any  questions  will 
communicate  with  the  board,  as  we  are  willing  to  cooperate,  and  do 
our  utmost  to  explain  the  law,  despite  its  many  intricate  difficulties.

Gentlemen : 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following,  our  annual  report  for  the 
past  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  all  equipment  of  the  department 
is  in  good  condition.  Major  repairs  have  been  made  to  Engine  No.  1 
and  repairs  are  now  underway  on  Engine  No.  2,  together  with  the 
purchase  of  the  new  chief's  car  have  put  this  department  in  very  good 
shape  as  far  as  fire  fighting  equipment  goes. 

The  manpower  situation  is  a  very  different  matter  however,  as 
we  are  badly  undermanned.  (See  Chief's  Report).  We  must  have 
at  the  least,  three  men  to  man  our  equipment  anywhere  near  properly. 
Engine  No.  3  an  $8000.00  investment  to  the  town  and  a  much 
needed  piece  of  apparatus  cannot  be  used  with  the  present  man- 
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power.  A  year  ago  we  recommended  a  63  hour  work  week  only  if 
we  were  to  have  three  more  men. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  on  our  fire  alarm  system  in  the 
past  year.  With  the  addition  of  a  new  set  of  batteries  and  replacing 
of  wire,  along  with  the  new  boxes  we  now  have  a  very  fair  setup 
with  the  exception  of  the  old  whistle  which  must  be  replaced  at  once. 

The  Central  Engine  House  is  not  adequate  for  fire  department 
needs  today  and  is  poorly  located.  We  suggest  that  definite  plans 
for  the  replacement  of  this  station  be  made  at  once  and  that  no 
changes  or  repairs,  not  absolutely  necessary,  be  made  to  this  build- 
ing. The  old  wooden  floor  at  the  Phillips  Beach  house  must  be  re- 
placed with  a  reinforced  concrete  one  and  then  painted  inside  on 
the  lower  floor.  This  building  we  believe  would  then  be  in  good  shape 
for  some  years  to  come. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  department  and  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  others  who  have 
helped  us  in  any  way  during  the  past  year.  Particular  thanks  to  Mr. 
Edward  J.  Allard  who  engineered  the  new  heating  plant  at  the  Phil- 
lips Beach  Station,  at  no  cost  to  the  town.

Fire  Chief's  Report 


January  1,  1950. 

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 
Gentlemen : 

I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1949. 

Delayed  alarms  and  improper  notification  of  fire  are  the  main 
causes  of  disaster.  Use  the  fire  alarm  box  nearest  you  in  case  of  fire. 
If  the  telephone  is  used  call  LY2-0082.

FOR  BUSINESS  CALLS  LY5-4050 

APPARATUS 

Its  general  condition  is  good.  Although  much  if  it  is  not  new  and 
subject  to  repair  and  maintenance  costs  I  would  say  we  are  well 
prepared  at  this  time. 

PERMANENT  MEN 

We  are  very  much  undermanned.  With  the  acceptance  of  the  63 
hour  week  for  the  firemen,  without  any  additional  men,  we  find 
the  department  very  much  in  need  of  manpower.  We  have  the  equip- 
ment but  these  machines  are  useless  without  men  to  operate  them. 
We  are  now  operating  with  six  men  at  the  Central  station  and  two 
at  Phillips  Beach  on  each  shift.  This  is  the  winter  schedule,  no  vaca- 
tions and  is  far  below  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  report  of 
the  Insurance  Rating  Bureau  in  1945.  We  are  operating  two  pumps 
and  one  ladder  truck  having  not  enough  men  to  man  our  third  pump. 
A  fire  of  any  large  proportions  would  be  disastrous  under  these  con- 
ditions. We  need  seven  men.  These  would  only  give  us  minimum 
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coverage.  I  suggest  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  manpower  needs 
of  this  department  and  a  progressive  program  adopted. 


FIRE  ALARM 


The  town  is  fast  expanding  and  we  should  have  a  definite  pro- 
gram covering  this  situation.  I  am  requesting  four  new  boxes  in 
the  Galloupe's  Point  area  this  year.  Other  localities  will  require 
coverage  in  the  near  future.  A  few  boxes  installed  each  year  will 
mean  smaller  appropriations  and  not  burden  the  town  at  some  future 
date. 

BUILDINGS 


The  Phillips  Beach  House  still  needs  finishing,  painting  down- 
stairs and  a  new  floor. 

The  Central  Engine  House  is  fast  becoming  inadequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  department.  It  has  been  altered  and  repaired  on  many 
occasions  but  has  reached  its  limit.  Traffic  conditions  here  are  very 
bad  and  getting  worse  each  year.  The  widening  of  the  "S"  curve  will 
not  improve  this  situation.  Taking  this  into  consideration  I  recom- 
mend that  some  action  be  taken  to  relocate  and  build  a  modern  fire 
station  in  some  other  part  of  the  town.  This  present  building  is  not 
worth  any  expenditure  you  could  make  on  it. 

SCHOOLS 

With  the  destruction  of  many  schools  in  our  country,  by  fire, 
some  very  near  to  us,  I  suggest  again  that  something  be  done  to  pro- 
tect ours.  This  I  have  suggested  year  in  and  year  out  and  this  past 
year  prices  were  obtained  on  vigalarm  systems  and  meetings  were 
held  on  this  subject.  Articles  have  been  submitted  in  the  town  war- 
rant, all  steps  in  the  right  direction,  but  they  do  not  protect  our 
schools.  I  recommend  that  definite  action  be  taken  in  regards  to  this 
problem  in  a  yearly  program.  In  this  way  a  school  or  public  building 
could  be  protected  each  year  until  completed. 

I  have  had  a  very  fine  Board  of  Engineers  for  which  I  am  very 
thankful.  My  department  has  functioned  beautifully.  I  feel  that  we 
are  giving  the  citizens  the  type  of  protection  that  they  expect.  I  want 
to  thank  all  of  my  officers  and  men  and  all  persons  who  have  con- 
tributed to  this  fine  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

Last  year  the  School  Committee  felt  that  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  covered  all  the  business  of  the  year  in  a  compre- 
hensive manner,  and  that  they  would  spare  the  public  the  reading  of 
another  long  report.  This  year,  however,  with  the  crowded  conditions 
in  the  various  areas  of  the  town,  they  feel  that  they  have  some  def- 
inite recommendations  to  make.  At  the  same  time  they  would  like  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  matters  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of  business 
in  the  School  Department. 

Your  Committee  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  conferring  with 
different  groups  representing  various  interests  in  the  carrying  on  of 
school  affairs.  They  have  considered  many  communications  regarding 
policies.  They  have  adopted  whatever  proposals  seemed  to  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned  and  have  rejected  such  as  seemed  imprac- 
ticable at  the  present  time. 

The  following  business  was  approved  or  adopted  during  the 
year  1949: 
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Overcrowded  classrooms  in  the  kindergartens  have  created  the 
necessity  of  ^operating  on  a  two  platoon  system  with  additional  tea- 
chers at  the  Clarke  and  Hadley  Schools.  This  is  inconvenient  and  ex- 
pensive. 

The  election  of  additional  teachers  for  several  grades  which  had 
to  be  divided  because  of  overcrowding. 

The  election  of  a  full-time  librarian  at  the  High  School. 

The  adjustment  of  teachers'  salaries  to  maintain  and  attract  a 
personnel  of  high  standard. 

The  adjustment  of  substitutes'  salaries. 

Reelection  of  teachers  not  on  tenure.  The  committee  feels  that 
the  election  of  a  teacher  to  a  position  of  permanence  in  Swampscott 
is  of  great  importance. 

An  amendment  to  the  rule  governing  school  age  of  entrance  to 
grade  one. 

New  report  cards. 

Establishment  of  insurance  coverage  for  athletes,  athletic  equip- 
ment, band  instruments  and  office  training  equipment. 

Repairs,  redecorating,  and  new  equipment.

Recommendations : 

1.  Last  year  the  congestion  in  our  schools  seemed  to  center  in 
the  Hadley  School  district.  The  School  Committee  and  the  Building 
Committee  were  in  agreement  that  a  school  center  in  the  Hadley 
School  area  was  the  best  solution  of  the  problem.  However,  the  build- 
ing of  such  a  center  as  that  proposed  last  year  would  take  consid- 
erable time.  The  Clarke  School  is  now  operating  at  more  than  its  full 
capacity  with  one  kindergarten  class  meeting  in  the  afternoon,  and  is 
facing  the  probability  of  a  division  in  its  first  grade  in  the  fall.  Such 
a  division  would  mean  more  afternoon  clases.  Furthermore,  there  is 
the  possibility  of  crowding  at  the  Machon  School  because  of  the  Vet- 
eran's Housing  Development.  Faced  with  these  facts,  the  feeling  of 
the  School  Committee  now  is  that  a  new  building  on  the  Clarke  School 
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site  will  furnish  more  immediate  relief  for  the  Clarke  and  Machon 
Schools,  and  they  therefore  strongly  endorse  the  recommendations 
of  the  Building  Committee  that  plans  for  construction  of  such  a 
building  start  immediately,  since  the  situation  at  the  Hadley  School 
can  be  met  temporarily  by  other  means. 

However,  if  the  Clarke  School  is  to  be  replaced,  its  pupils  must 
be  housed  while  construction  is  going  on.  There  are  no  facilities  avail- 
able for  this  purpose  in  our  present  plants.  It,  therefore,  seems  advis- 
able, and  indeed  necessary,  to  erect  a  Junior  High  School  on  a  new 
site  first,  to  provide  housing  for  the  Clarke  School  pupils  while  their 
own  building  is  being  erected.  The  program  would  then  be  to  return 
them  to  a  new  Clarke  School,  transfer  all  Junior  High  School  pupils 
to  the  new  Junior  High  and  turn  the  Hadley  School  into  an  elemen- 
tary unit. 

2.  The  School  Committee  recommends  that  the  town  accept  and 
adopt  the  long-range  program  incorporated  in  the  report  of  the 
Building  Committee.  This  report  anticipates  the  probable  future 
needs  for  additions  to  the  present  Stanley  and  Machon  Schools,  and 
the  remodelling  of  the  Hadley  School. 

3.  Reluctantly  and  as  a  temporary  arrangement,  the  School 
Committee  recommends  that  in  September,  1950  the  ninth  grade 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  High  School  to  ease  the  overcrowded  con- 
ditions at  the  Hadley  School. 

4.  Finally,  the  School  Committee  recommends  an  adequate  sys- 
tem of  fire  prevention  at  the  High  School. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  wishes  to  express  appreciation 
to  the  teaching  staff  for  carrying  on  so  valiantly  under  very  trying 
circumstances ;  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  patience  and  his  business 
ability  to  guide  the  budget  through  the  pitfalls  of  ever-rising  costs; 
to  the  public  for  its  acceptance  of  conditions  and  policies  which  we 
recognize  as  upsetting  and  in  some  cases  annoying  to  the  daily  pro- 
gram of  the  home ;  and  we  are  cognizant  of  the  cleanliness  and 
smoothness  of  the  operation  which  is  largely  due  to  our  efficient  staff 
of  custodians.

To  the  Members  of  the  Swampscott  School  Committee, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  one  matter  of  paramount  importance  to  discuss  in  this  re- 
port to  you  for  the  year  1949  seems  to  be  how  to  house  our  elemen- 
tary grades  in  September,  1950.  Adequate  preparation  requires  plan- 
ning for  the  worst  that  can  happen  or  to  risk  the  possibility  of  being 
caught  in  a  situation  that  will  have  no  feasible  solution. 

The  circumstances  are  obvious  and  clear-cut: 

Every  room  at  the  Clarke  School,  every  room  at  the  Hadley 
School,  every  room  at  the  Stanley  School  and  every  room  but  one  at 
the  Machon  School  is  in  use  for  classroom  purposes. 

The  Junior  High  School  building  has  given  up  three  rooms  to 
elementary  classes,  and  every  room  is  in  use.  The  prospect  for  next 
year  is  that  we  shall  need  a  minimum  of  one  more  classroom  in  the 
Hadley  elementary  organization,  certainly  one  more  in  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  probably  one  more  in  the  Clarke.  These  rooms  sim- 
ply do  not  exist,  and  some  means  of  providing  their  equivalents  must 
be  found. 

If  the  problem  is  obvious,  so,  too,  are  the  causes: 

1.  The  birthrate,  which  since  1940  has  increased  locally  approx- 
imately one  hundred  percent  and  which  furnishes  a  reasonably  re- 
liable factor  in  anticipating  school  enrollments. 

2.  The  opening  of  kindergartens  in  September,  1948,  in  response 
to  pressing  demands  from  parents.  These  classes  have  proven  popular 
beyond  all  expectation.  Their  enrollment  in  November,  1948,  was 
125.  It  is  now  163  and  has  expanded  to  the  point  where  six  classes 
are  in  operation,  two  of  them  in  the  afternoon.  Kindergartens  are 
now  occupying  four  of  the  rooms  that  had  been  counted  on  to  accom- 
modate the  natural  expansion  due  to  birthrate. 

3.  An  unusually  large  number  of  families  with  children  moving 
into  Swampscott  from  other  communities.  Since  school  closed  in  June, 
115  children  have  moved  into  town  and  enrolled  in  the  first  six  grades 
alone,  while  only  18  have  moved  away  .The  distribution  of  the  new- 
comers is:  Clarke  School  22  pupils,  Stanley  School  36  pupils,  Machon 
School  22  pupils,  Hadley  School  35  pupils. 

I  have  given  mature  thought  to  this  general  picture.  I  have  stud- 
ied it  from  the  standpoint  of  every  possibility  and  expediency  that  I 
can  think  of,  because  we  must  be  in  a  position  almost  immediately  to 
say  what  we  are  going  to  do.  Our  budget  must  be  presented  shortly, 
and  must  be  prepared  in  such  a  way  as  to  anticipate  every  conceivable 
major  expense  that  may  be  entailed  in  whatever  plan  we  adopt.  With 
the  many  variables  present,  a  small  margin  of  safety  is  not  sufficient, 
for  in  view  of  present  trends  the  picture  at  the  moment  can  easily  be- 
come a  much  more  complicated  one  eight  months  from  now. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  any  solution  must  involve  these  factors: 
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1.  Above  all  other  considerations,  it  must  provide  classroom 
space. 

2.  It  must  result  in  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible  for  as  few 
as  possible. 

3.  It  must  be  accomplished  at  the  least  cost  consistent  with  re- 
sults. 

4.  It  must  avoid  sacrificing  educational  opportunity  for  exped- 
iency. 

Possibilities  that  I  have  tested  against  these  requirements,  and 
rejected,  have  been : 

1.  Acquiring  quarters  outside  of  school  houses.  There  are  prac- 
tically no  quarters  available  in  the  areas  where  we  need  them,  and 
what  there  are  inadequate  and  unsuitable.  They  would  involve  extra 
cost  for  heating,  extra  janitor  service,  extra  equipment  and  extra 
teachers.  No  one — pupils,  teachers  or  parents — would  be  happy.  In 
every  case  alterations  probably  would  be  required  before  use  as  a 
school  would  be  permitted. 

2.  Two  platoons.  This  plan  probably  makes  the  biggest  sacrifice 
of  educational  opportunity  except  perhaps  at  kindergarten  level,  and 
is  the  most  expensive  from  a  financial  standpoint  in  that  every  class 
going  on  two  platoons  requires  an  additional  teacher.  Moreover,  there 
would  be  great  inconvenience  to  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents,  and 
again  nobody  would  be  happy. 

3.  Transferring  pupils.  This  remedy  we  applied  this  fall  and  in 
doing  so  used  up  our  remaining  available  classrooms  to  relieve  others. 
Any  transfers  for  next  September  would  have  no  purpose  except  to 
regain  classrooms  now  in  use.  No  transfers  that  I  can  devise  regain 
classrooms  we  need,  and  I  am  forced  to  reject  the  idea  as  failing  in  its 
main  purpose. 

There  remains  one  solution  which  we  have  considered  before. 
That  is  transferring  the  ninth  grade  to  the  High  School  builiding  on  a 
temporary  basis,  and  making  more  room  available  in  the  Junior  High 
School  for  elementary  classes. 

I  have  been  reluctant  to  consider  this  move  because  I  have  no 
wish  to  disturb  the  Junior  High  organization.  However,  lacking  any 
other  avenue  for  relief,  I  find  myself  forced  into  the  position  of  hav- 
ing to  consider  it.  There  are,  after  all,  a  considerable  number  of  our 
best  regarded  school  systems  that  have  never  adopted  the  so-called 
6-3-3  system  of  organization.  Indeed,  an  examination  of  the  school 
systems  in  towns  5,000  population  or  over  in  the  state  reveals  that 
49  out  of  75 — Brookline,  Winchester,  Dedham  and  Hingham  among 
them — are  operating  on  the  basis  of  a  four-year  high  school  and  con- 
sider it  the  better  educational  procedure.  From  the  educational  stand- 
point, therefore,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  well-founded  objection  to 
our  operating  on  this  basis  as  a  way  of  meeting  an  emergencv. 

From  the  standpoint  of  capacity,  the  High  School  can  accomo- 
date next  year's  ninth  grade  class.  The  building  will  seat  580  pupils, 
while  about  485  would  be  enrolled.  From  the  standpoint  of  organiza- 
tion, there  would  be  at  the  most  twenty-one  classes  in  progress  at  the 
same  time.  There  are,  exclusive  of  study  hall  and  library,  twenty-two 
rooms  plus  the  shop  and  gymnasium  for  class  purposes.  The  school 
can,  therefore,  be  organized. 

Since  the  ninth  grade  faculty  would  transfer  with  the  class  there 
would  be  no  additional  teacher  required  on  account  of  the  change. 
(The  High  School  requires  an  additional  shop  man  of  its  own  account, 
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whether  the  shift  is  made  or  not).  Hence,  this  solution  imposes  no 
extra  instructional  expense.  Since  fuel,  janitor  service  and  such  over- 
head already  exist  and  would  be  unchanged  in  any  way,  the  only  cost 
involved  would  be  for  clothes  lockers.  This  plan,  then,  would  appear 
to  be  much  less  expensive  than  any  considered. 

The  facilities  at  the  High  School  are  better  than  any  that  the 
Junior  High  can  offer.  The  one  school  is  reached  as  easily  as  the  other. 
The  hours  of  sessions  are  alike  in  the  two  buildings.  The  question  of 
convenience  or  inconvenience,  therefore,  is  not  concerned. 

Finally,  this  action  will  accomplish  the  main  purpose  of  provid- 
ing the  needed  classrooms.  It  will  make  available  four  rooms  for  the 
inevitable  demands  of  the  Junior  High  and  elementary  schools. 

In  the  face  of  all  these  facts,  I  believe  that  you  must  weigh  the 
possibility  of  making  this  transfer  this  year  in  preference  to  any 
other  way  of  meeting  our  dilemna. 

There  is,  of  course,  a  possibility — I  hope,  a  probability — that 
some  positive  step  may  be  taken  in  the  March  Town  Meeting  to  pro- 
vide new  school  housing  that  will  be  adequate  to  meet  in  a  permanent 
way  the  problem  of  congestion  that  we  are  now  having  to  solve  with 
such  temporary  measures  as  I  have  been  discussing.  It  is  perfectly 
clear  that  no  action  taken  at  that  meeting  can  help  us  next  Septem- 
ber. It  is  futile  to  expect  that  a  substantial  building  can  be  planned 
and  erected  ready  for  occupancy  between  March  and  the  end  of  the 
the  summer  vacation. 

I  know  that  the  Investigating  Committee  which  will  present 
its  report  on  the  school  building  needs  is  working  steadily  and  con- 
scientiously, and  is  striving  to  evolve  a  plan  that  will  assure  school 
accommodations  for  many  years.  I  hope  that  a  report  in  that  vein  will 
receive  favorable  consideration  from  the  Town  Meeting.  The  whole 
history  of  school  housing  developments  in  Swampscott  can  be  traced 
in  the  minutes  of  Swampscott  School  Committees  since  the  Town  was 
first  incorporated.  Never  in  that  history  does  it  appear  that  the  Town 
has  been  interested  in  anticipating  the  future.  School  housing  situa- 
tions have  on  several  occasions  been  the  subject  of  forward-looking 
planning  reports,  but  in  every  case  those  reports  have  been  disregar- 
ded and  substitutes  adopted  that  accomplished  relief  only  for  the 
moment.  That,  in  the  long  run,  is  costly  procedure.  I  trust  that  the 
report  of  the  Committee  now  at  work  may  meet  with  a  better  fate. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  what  action  may  be  taken  about 
remodelling  or  replacing  existing  buildings,  some  maintenance  work 
that  would  normally  have  been  done,  and  which  needs  to  be  done, 
has  not  been  carried  out  this  past  year.  We  have  deliberately  omitted 
work  in  the  Clarke  School  and  much  in  the  Junior  High  School  as 
requiring  an  outlay  of  money  that  might  be  a  complete  loss,  since 
these  buildings  are  the  ones  most  likely  to  be  involved  in  recommen- 
dations from  the  Investigating  Committee. 

Moreover,  we  are  faced  with  some  rather  drastic  alterations  in 
the  Junior  High,  the  Clarke  and  the  Machon  Schools  through  orders 
from  the  State  Building  Inspector.  The  cost  of  those  alterations  as 
estimated  by  an  architect  whose  services  were  available  to  the  School 
Committee  is  $30,000.  We  appear  to  have  no  choice  but  to  comply 
with  the  demands  if  we  are  to  continue  to  use  the  buildings.  The  work 
would  have  been  done  last  summer  had  not  the  failure  of  a  quorum 
at  the  special  Town  Meeting  in  the  spring  nullified  any  attempt  at  an 
appropriation.  These  alterations  in  themselves  were  of  sufficient  pro- 
portions to  have  destroyed  most  maintenance  work  that  might  have 
been  done,  and  thereby  to  have  resulted  in  a  waste  of  money. 
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This  does  not  mean  that  essential  repairs  have  been  neglected. 
The  Machon  School  has  been  completely  redecorated  and  its  roof  sur- 
face rebuilt.  The  chimney  at  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  rebuilt 
and  banded  where  it  had  developed  cracks.  The  exterior  of  the  Had- 
ley  unit  was  painted,  and  considerable  redecorating  done  at  the  High 
and  Stanley  Schools.  The  roof  over  the  shop  at  the  High  School  was 
not  renewed  when  the  building  was  remodelled  and  so  had  to  be  taken 
care  of  this  fall.  Fluorescent  lighting  was  installed  in  two  more  rooms 
at  the  Machon  School.  A  sink,  long  lacking,  was  placed  in  the  Hadley 
School  corridor.  Copper  flashing  was  put  on  the  parapet  over  Num- 
ber 3  entrance  at  the  High  School  to  stop  the  seepage  of  moisture 
through  disintegrating  artificial  stone.  New  positive  and  more  sensi- 
tive controls  were  applied  to  the  ventilating  system  in  the  High 
School  auditorium,  thus  overcoming  the  uneven  temperatures  that  had 
annoyed  audiences  for  a  number  of  years. 

As  to  major  repairs  in  1950  I  recommend  at  least  these  as  ob- 
vious needs. 

Painting  exterior  of  the  Stanley  School. 

Painting  interior  of  six  rooms  at  the  High  School. 

Redecorating  Junior  High  School  auditorium  and  certain  rooms 
not  affected  by  alterations. 

Renewing  floor  covering  at  main  entrances  and  stairs  at  the 
High  School. 

Renewing  parts  in  all  radiator  steam  traps  at  the  Stanley  School. 

Rebuilding  certain  artificial  stone  window  sills  at  High  School. 

The  imposssibilty  of  foreseeing  in  December,  what  repairs  may 
have  to  be  made  during  the  following  twelve  months  was  forcefully 
illustrated  a  few  weeks  ago.  Over  a  weekend  boiler  tubes  in  the  No.  1 
boiler  at  the  Junior  High  School  developed  leaks.  This  was  an  expen- 
sive item  of  nearly  $750.00,  and  but  for  favorable  weather  might 
have  resulted  in  closing  the  school  during  repairs.  We  had,  of  course, 
carried  no  funds  in  our  appropriation  for  that  accident.  Fortunately, 
the  Finance  Committee  came  to  our  rescue,  viewing  the  matter  as  an 
emergency,  and  retubing  was  accomplished  within  the  week.  Since 
the  other  boiler  is  of  the  same  age  as  the  one  that  failed,  I  am 
recommending  retubing  it  this  year  as  a  precaution  against  further 
trouble. 

We  have  filled  one  long-needed  want  in  our  teaching  force  by 
the  appointment  of  a  librarian  at  the  High  School.  The  library  room 
has  been  available  for  the  past  eleven  years,  but  we  have  never  been 
able  to  realize  on  it  as  an  asset  for  lack  of  a  director  and  supervisor. 
The  appoinment  of  Miss  Katherine  Trickey  to  the  post  has  proven 
most  successful.  The  library  has  begun  to  function  in  the  school  schol- 
astic life.  Miss  Trickey  came  to  us  from  the  library  of  the  University 
of  Maine.  She  has  excellent  training  and  experience,  as  well  as  a  back- 
ground as  a  teacher.  Her  enthusiasm  has  spread  to  the  students.  As  a 
new  branch  of  student  activity  a  Library  Club  has  been  formed  under 
her  supervision  which  has  set  for  itself  these  projects. 

1.  The  cataloging  of  the  present  collection. 

2.  The  discarding  of  obsolete  and  unsuitable  material. 

3.  The  establishment  of  routines  for  the  use  and  circulation  of 
regular  and  reserve  books. 

4.  The  starting  of  a  pamphlet  collection  of  up-to-date  vocational 
geographical  and  current  affairs  subjects. 
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5.  The  starting  of  a  picture  and  poster  collection. 

It  now  follows  that  we  should  expand  the  meager  resources  of 
the  library.  A  library  is  as  futile  as  any  other  organization  without 
the  tools  and  equipment  with  which  to  accomplish  its  puporse.  In  our 
case,  we  had  practically  nothing  in  September.  Reference  books  were 
few,  and  those  few  out-of-date.  Several  departments  of  the  school 
were  entirely  unserved.  All  this  must  be  corrected  and  additional 
equipment  obtained.  Miss  Trickey  envisions  long  range  planning  for 
an  orderly  growth  of  the  book  collection.  We  have  the  chance  to  make 
a  first-class  department  at  the  very  point  where  our  school  showed  its 
one  weakness  in  the  eyes  of  the  State  Supervisor  of  Secondary 
Schools.  I  recommend  a  substantial  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

I  wish  to  comment  most  favorably  on  the  attitude,  atmosphere 
and  morale  at  the  High  School.  There  is  a  sparkle  and  enthusiasm  in 
the  school  life.  Student  activities  are  prospering  from  the  standpoint 
of  success.  A  green  football  team  this  year  played  capably  throughout 
the  fall  and  provided  good  and  satisfying  sport  for  its  followers.  The 
band,  formed  of  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  students  in  about 
equal  proportion,  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  area  and  so  recognized  to 
be  in  other  communities.  Our  basketball  team  won  the  stat,3  "small 
schools''  championship  tourney  in  the  early  spring.  Our  baseball  team 
performed  the  same  feat  during  the  late  spring.  Our  Dramatic  Club 
play  was  given  the  highest  rating  in  the  Massachusetts  High  Schools 
Drama  Festival  and  the  honor  of  representing  Massachusetts  in  the 
New  England  Festival  which  was  held  in  our  own  school.  There  again 
it  ranked  with  the  best.  The  most  satisfying  element  of  all  is  that 
these  triumphs  were  won  without  sacrifice  of  scholastic  attainment. 
Members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1949  were  admitted  to  twenty- 
six  colleges,  the  geographical  distrubution  of  which  spreads  from 
Texas  to  Maine,  with  Harvard,  Brown,  Bates,  Yale,  Wellesley,  Con- 
necticut College  for  Women,  Vassar,  Bowdoin,  M.I.T.,  Smith  and 
Radcliffe  as  familiar  names  on  the  list.

You  will  be  interested,  I  know,  in  this  excerpt  from  the  report 
which  Mr.  Dunn,  Principal  of  the  High  School,  has  submitted : 
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"Several  members  of  this  class  of  June,  1949  have  entered  the 
service  of  their  country.  Some  have  been  placed  in  jobs  through  the 
placement  services  of  the  school.  Six  are  in  nurses  training  schools 
and  many  others  are  in  various  vocational  schools. 

While  the  G.  I.  pressure  in  colleges  is  greatly  relieved,  it  is  un- 
likely that  there  will  be  any  great  falling  off  in  competition  for  ad- 
mission to  many  of  our  better  known  colleges.  Any  student  of  this 
school,  however,  has  a  good  chance  to  be  admitted  to  the  college  of 
his  choice  if  he  will  make  the  most  of  his  opportunities  in  this  school. 
In  the  face  of  keen  competition,  four  of  our  students  who  applied  to 
Harvard  were  admitted  last  June.  In  each  instance,  the  individual  had 
indicated  that  this  college  was  his  first  choice.  We  are  counseling  our 
students  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  matter  of  application 
for  admission  to  college.  It  is  not  wise  for  one  to  apply  to  more  than 
two  or  three  such  higher  institutions  because  many  of  the  latter  give 
little  attention  to  those  who  indicate  that  the  school  is  other  than  first 
or  second  choice. 

From  the  parents'  and  pupils'  point  of  view,  pupil  guidance  is  of 
even  greater  importance  than  the  program  of  studies  since,  through 
guidance,  an  effort  is  made  to  determine  what  subjects  will  contribute 
most  to  the  mental  and  moral  development  of  the  pupil,  and  at  the 
same  time  serve  as  the  foundation  for  those  skills  through  which 
he  will  later  earn  his  way  in  the  world.  We  feel  that  we  are  doing 
some  effective  work  in  guidance,  and  have  had  some  success  in  direct- 
ing our  pupils  with  intelligence  both  educationally  and  occupationally. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  21,000  different  occupations  in 
which  people  earn  their  living  in  the  United  States.  A  high  school  can 
hope  to  offer  training  in  only  a  small  portion  of  these.  Industry  hav- 
ing become  increasingly  mechanized,  more  and  more  jobs  consist 
mainly  of  operating  just  one  machine.  These  machines  tending  skills 
can  be  easily  and  more  efficiently  learned  on  the  job.  About  half  of 
the  industrial  jobs  in  the  United  States  can  be  done  with  only  a  few 
weeks  of  on-the-job  training.  Most  high  schools  concentrate,  there- 
fore, on  preparing  students  for  a  large  job  field,  rather  than  for  a 
particular  job,  and  in  developing  more  effective  work  habits  and  pro- 
cedures. 

Several  of  our  teachers  have  taken  courses  during  the  past  year 
in  guidance,  and  we  may  expect  that  our  school  will  be  benefited 
thereby. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  taken  steps  to  furnish  occupational 
guidance  with  the  object  of  helping  our  boys  and  girls  to  make  in- 
telligent choices  among  vocations  and  job  opportunities.  Group  meet- 
ings, each  of  which  was  conducted  by  an  expert  in  his  field,  were  held 
during  the  first  half  of  this  year  in  the  following  areas:  Secretarial, 
Real  Estate,  Nursing,  The  Armed  Service — Army,  Navy,  Coast  Guard, 
— Accounting,  Art,  Farming  and  Engineering, 

Many  schools  have  been  using  the  so-called  Career  Day  to  help 
pupils  orient  themselves  in  regard  to  future  jobs.  We  feel  that  such 
an  end  is  highly  desirable,  but  prefer  to  extend  the  practice  over  a 
considerable  part  of  the  school  year.  The  school  is  indebted  to  Mr. 
Roland  Darling,  Director  of  Placement  at  Bryant  and  Stratton  School, 
for  providing  a  series  of  vocational  talks  extending  from  October  to 
April.  These  meetings  are  presided  over  by  professional  and  indus- 
trial leaders  and  feature  the  following  fields : 

Engineering  Air  Transportation 

Nursing  Medical  Technician 

Retailing  Secretarial 

The  Apprentice  Trades  Radio 

Choosing  a  School  or  College  Television 
Securing  a  Summer  Job 
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It  is  our  hope  to  implement  these  exploratory  talks  with  field 
trips.  In  this  connection  we  expect  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  invitations 
extended  to  us  to  bring  groups  of  students  to  the  General  Electric 
and  Sylvania  plants. 

More  and  more  of  my  time  is  spent  advising  and  counseling 
students  and  parents.  Thus  it  is  most  helpful  to  have  experienced, 
competent  heads  of  departments  who  are  responsible  for  organizing 
their  courses  of  study,  as  well  as  supervising  instruction  in  their  de- 
partments. 

In  1952  the  Town  will  celebrate  its  one  hundredth  anniversary  as 
a  corporate  municipality.  The  schools,  presumably,  should  have  some 
part  in  the  recognition  of  this  occurrence.  We  would  normally  feature 
it  in  our  classrooms  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  it  is  not  that  phase  of 
the  event  to  which  I  refer.  Such  celebrations  of  historical  occasions 
are  of  most  sentimental  value  to  older  people.  Might  we  not  prepare 
some  small  part  in  the  affair  that  would  emphasize  that  value — some- 
thing devoted,  let  us  say,  to  the  interests  of  those  whose  school  days 
in  Swampscott  ended  twenty-five  years  ago  or  more,  and  aimed  to 
recall  and  renew  the  friendships  of  those  days?  I  present  the  thought 
for  your  consideration.

Swampscott  Housing  Authority 


The  Swampscott  Housing  Authority  submits  herewith  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  1949,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 26-U  of  the  Housing  Authority  Law  (Mass.  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 121). 

The  Authority,  organized  as  a  corporation  distinct  from  the 
Town  of  Swampscott  in  June,  1948,  had  by  the  beginning  of  1949 
completed  most  of  the  administrative  work  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  Veterans'  Housing  Project  designed  to  accommodate 
thirty-six  families  of  low  income.  This  project  was  instituted  under 
Chapter  200  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  and  was  to  be  developed  under  the 
control  of  the  Authority  and  financed  by  the  issuance  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  latter  which  would  be  guaranteed  by  the  Commonwealth. 

On  March  30,  1949,  the  necessary  prerequisites  hr.ving  been 
fully  accomplished,  the  Authority  entered  into  a  Contract  for  Finan- 
cial Assistance  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  whereby 
the  Authority  agreed  to  develop  and  operate  the  project  under  and 
in  conformity  with  the  Housing  Authority  Law,  and  the  Common- 
wealth agreed  to  pledge  its  full  faith  and  credit  to  secure  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  Authority. 

After  approval  by  bond  counsel  of  the  organization  and  oper- 
ation of  the  Authority,  and  following  public  offering  of  the  tempor- 
ary notes  of  the  Authority,  a  loan  was  negotiated  with  the  lowest 
bidder  for  the  sum  of  $414,000.00,  the  estimated  cost  of  initial 
development  and  construction.  This  loan  was  for  a  short  term  (one 
year)  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  and  will  be  refinanced  at  its  expir- 
ation by  a  permanent  bond  issue  to  be  amortized  over  the  estimated 
life  of  the  project — a  period  of  forty  years. 
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Meanwhile,  the  Authority  was  locally  engaged  in  various  prob- 
lems preparatory  to  construction  of  the  thirty-six  dwelling  units. 

Since  the  project  was  developed,  under  the  law,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  families  of  low  income,  the  cost  necessarily  had  to  be 
kept  to  a  minimum  in  order  that  the  rental  to  be  charged  would  be 
within  the  tenants'  resources  and  yet  be  sufficient  to  finance  the  ex- 
penses of  development  and  continued  operation.  The  only  feasible 
type  of  construction  was  determined,  after  lengthy  analysis,  to  be 
multiple-family  units,  and  a  group  of  nine  buildings,  each  to  house 
four  families  was  finally  selected  by  the  Authority  and  approved  by 
the  State  Housing  Board. 

The  site  chosen  for  erection  of  the  dwellings,  an  area  of  vacant 
land  containing  about  80,000  square  feet  and  located  on  Cherry 
Street,  was  within  a  section  of  the  town  which,  under  the  local  Zone 
Ordinance,  would  not  permit  the  type  buildings  approved.  This  fact 
necessitated  petitioning  the  town's  Board  of  Appeals  for  a  variance 
in  tl^e  application  of  the  zoning  law.  After  a  public  hearing  on  April 
20,  the  Board  rendered  a  decision  favorable  to  the  Authority. 

Exercising  the  power  of  eminent  domain  granted  to  it  by  law, 
the  Authority,  on  July  7,  acquired  title  to  the  locus  selected  for  the 
project.  A  deed  to  the  property  was  obtained  from  the  former  owner 
and  recorded  December  16,  after  amicable  settlement  of  the  legal 
action  instituted  for  recovery  of  damages  for  the  land  taking. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Authority  and  the  State  Housing 
Board  of  the  plans  and  specifications  for  construction,  bids  for  the 
work  was  sought  by  public  advertisement.  Upon  the  opening  of  bids 
August  5,  the  lowest  figures  were  found  to  have  been  submitted  by 
the  Calumet  Construction  Company,  of  Boston.  In  order  to  satisfy 
itself  that,  in  accordance  with  the  pertinent  law,  the  firm  was  the 
"lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder,"  the  Authority  conducted 
a  thorough,  impartial  investigation  of  the  three  lowest  bidders.  Award 
of  the  contract  was  made  to  the  Calumet  firm  on  its  bid  of  $321,460 
and  after  approval  by  the  State  Housing  Board  a  contract  was 
signed.  The  sub-contractors  successfully  bidding  were  all  Swamp- 
seott  firms:  Philbrick  &  Pope,  heating;  Loring  F.  Nies,  plumbing;  and 
Curtis  and  Gordon,  Inc.,  electrical. 

Construction  began  in  the  latter  part  of  August  and  by  the  year's 
end  was  completed  to  a  degree  which  allowed  a  forecast  of  occupancy 
of  the  dwellings  in  early  Spring. 

Selection  of  the  veterans  and  their  families  who  would  occupy 
the  project  comprised  a  painstaking  and  time-consuming  task  for  the 
members  of  the  Authority.  The  law  under  which  the  project  was 
developed  having  been  designed  to  relieve  the  housing  problem  of 
veterans  of  low  income,  the  selection  of  thirty-six  families  most 
badly  in  need  of  housing  from  the  scores  of  applicants  had  to  be 
accomplished.  Working  within  the  scope  of  the  standards  established 
by  the  law  and  by  the  regulations  of  the  State  Housing  Board,  the 
Authority  examined  carefully  the  family  and  housing  status  and  the 
income  data  of  every  applicant,  and  by  the  close  of  the  year  had 
compiled  most  of  the  information  needed  to  make  its  selection. 

Statisticians  of  the  State  Board,  basing  their  computations  on 
reports  of  the  Authority,  fixed  the  limits  of  income  applicable  to 
tenancy  of  the  project.  Here  again  the  necessity  of  effectuating  the 
purposes  of  the  law  and  providing  houses  for  veterans  of  low  income 
was  the  basic  determinant  in  the  establishing  of  the  income  limits. 
In  order  that  the  benefit  of  the  state's  subsidy  would  be  realized  by 
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those  for  whom  it  was  intended,  a  system  of  proportional  rents,  so- 
called,  was  utilized  in  setting  rentals.  That  is,  each  tenant  would  pay 
rent  bearing  a  certain  fixed  ratio  to  his  income. 

The  rent  ratios  were  set  at  18%  for  small  families  (those  con- 
taining less  than  three  minor  dependents)  and  at  14%  for  larger 
families  (those  containing  three  or  more  minor  dependents.) 

With  income  limits  set  at  $3,250.00  per  year  for  small  families 
for  initial  occupancy,  and  $3,750.00  per  year  for  continued  occu- 
pancy, and  at  $3,500.00  per  year  for  larger  families  for  initial 
occupancy,  and  at  $4,000.00  per  year  for  continued  occupancy,  the 
average  shelter  rent  will  be  $30.00  per  month  for  small  families  and 
$23.50  per  month  for  larger  families. 

Although  this  first  project,  officially  designated  as  State-Aided 
Housing  Project  200-1,  will  accommodate  but  thirty-six  families,  this 
fact  resulted  from  limitations  of  available  space  at  the  site  selected 
for  construction,  and  not  from  any  opinion  that  such  a  number  of 
units  was  adequate.  The  Authority  is  firmly  of  the  opinion,  after  its 
prolonged  and  careful  scrutiny  of  the  housing  situation  in  the  Town 
of  Swampscott,  that  additional  dwellings  should  be  provided.  Sub- 
standard living  conditions  were  found  to  exist  in  the  town  to  a  degree 
which  would  be  thought  impossible  by  the  residents  of  this  town 
which  is  able  to  boast  of  a  history  of  efficient  management  and  civic 
pride. 

During  the  oast  year  the  Authority  has  received  the  cooperation 
of  and  become  indebted  in  no  small  measure  to  many  of  the  town 
officials  and  departments,  as  well  as  to  the  citizens  at  large.  To  them 
all  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Swampscott  Housing  Authority 
desire  to  express  their  gratitude  and  praise  for  the  understanding 
and  willingness  to  cooperate  wliich  have  characterized  their  relations 
with  the  Authority.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  culvert  at 
Fisherman's  beach  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Water  &  Sewerage 
Board. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  twenty 
shallow  drawer  steel  filing  unit,  for  the  purpose  of  filing  Sewer  De- 
partment and  Planning  Board  plans,  and  appropriate  the  necessary 
money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the 
Water  &  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Water  &  Sewer- 
age Departments  to  construct  a  drain  or  take  such  other  means  as 
may  be  required  to  remove  from  the  premises  at  the  southeasterly 
junction  of  Paradise  Road  at  Walker  Road  water  accumulating 
there  by  reason  of  Town  drainage,  pipes  and  culverts,  and  appropri- 
ate the  necessary  money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Petitioned  for  by  George  S.  Hawley  et  al. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  drain  and 
resurface  King's  Beach  Terrace  and  transfer  the  sum  of  $450.00 
appropriated  under  the  provisions  of  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1949  for  that  purpose  and  appropriate  money  therefor 
or  take  an  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewers  in 
any  or  all  of  the  following  streets: — Charlotte  Road,  Duke  Street, 
Forest  Avenue,  Gale  Road,  Mountwood  Road,  Muriel  Road,  Pine  Hill 
Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Puritan  Lane,  Puritan  Road,  Sherwood  Road, 
Walnut  Road,  Winshaw  Road,  and  in  any  other  streets  or  sections  of 
the  Town  as  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Board  of  Health 
deem  necessary  and  that  the  money  necessary  to  install  said  sewers 
be  appropriated  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  outfall  sewer 
bond  issue  of  1947.  Sponsored  by  the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  the  summer 
recreational  program  at  Jackson,  Phillips,  and  Abbott  Parks  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  59.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  to  purchase  and  install  1000  additional  seats  of  a 
semi-permanent  type  at  Blocksidge  Field  and  appropriate  the  neces- 
sary money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored 
by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  the  office  of 
Inspector  of  Wires  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
required  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  529  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  and 
appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor  and  adopt  the  following  by- 
laws: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  an  Inspector  of  Wires.  Such  appointment  shall  be  made  in 
April  of  each  year  and  he  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  day  of  May 
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following  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  another  is  appointed  in 
his  place.  The  Selectmen  may  at  any  time  remove  him.  He  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  business  of  his  department  and  submit  to  the  Select- 
men in  time  for  publication  in  the  annual  town  report  a  yearly  report 
of  such  business. 

Section  2.  He  shall  require  all  persons  and  corporations  owning 
or  operating  wires  to  conform  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  to  all  rules  and  regulations  contained  in  the 
National  Underwriters'  Code. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  operating  electric  or  other 
wires  within  the  town  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Inspector,  furnish 
him  with  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  faithful  and 
effectual  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  The  Inspector  shall  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  all  wires,  appliances,  and  apparatus  in  the  interior  of  a  public 
building  or  on  private  premises,  which  are  intended  for  carrying  an 
electric  light  or  power  current,  and  no  person  shall  arrange,  affix  or 
change  any  such  wires  or  apparatus  without  giving  the  Inspector  reas- 
onable opportunity  to  inspect  such  wires  and  their  arrangement  and 
fixtures  before  the  same  are  covered  or  enclosed ;  and  no  person  shall 
place  such  wires  in  any  building  in  process  of  construction  until  all 
gas,  steam,  water,  and  furnace  pipes  have  been  placed  in  proper  po- 
sition. No  person  shall  connect  such  wires  in  the  interior  of  a  public 
building  and  on  private  premises  with  an  outside  circuit  which  crosses 
or  runs  along,  over  or  under,  any  street  or  way  of  the  town  without 
written  permission  therefor  having  been  first  obtained  from  the  In- 
spector. 

Section  5.  No  electrical  installation  shall  be  made  in  any  house, 
factory,  building  or  structure  of  any  type  or  affixed  in  any  way  to 
any  portion  of  any  premises  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  which  is  in- 
tended to  be  connected  with  an  outside  electrical  circuit  which  crosses 
or  runs  along  over  or  under  any  street  or  way  of  the  town,  unless  a 
written  permit  to  make  such  electrical  installation  is  granted  by  the 
Inspector  of  Wires  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  making  written 
application  for  such  electrical  installation. 

Section  6.  Fees  shall  be  charged  by  the  Inspector  of  Wires  to  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  applying  for  permits  for  electrical  in- 
stallations as  provided  in  Section  5 ;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  appli- 


cants when  such  permits  are  issued  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule : 

Fees  for  Electrical  Permits 
Current  Consuming  Outlets 

For  1  through  10  outlets    $0.25 

For  11  through  25  outlets   50 

For  26  through  50  outlets    1.00 

For  51  through  100  outlets    1.50 

For  each  additional  25  outlets  or  fractional  part 

thereof  in  excess  of  100    .25 

Bell  transformers  and  heat  control  regulators  will  be  classed  as 
current  consuming  outlets. 

Motors 

For  each  motor  installed    $0.50 

Heating  Devices 

For  first  2,000  watts  or  less   50 

For  each  additional  5,000  watts  or  fractional  part 

thereof    .50 
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Other  Permits 

For  temporary  installations    .50 

For  signs    .50 

For  permits  not  otherwise  specified    .50 

No  fee  shall  be  paid*  for  the  installation  of  portable  appliances 
for  use  with  convenience  outlets.  All  fees  received  by  the  Inspector  of 
Wires  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  as  receipts  and 
accounted  for  by  him. 
Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


Article  61.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  placing-  lights  and  other  decorations  on 
Humphrey  Street  during  the  1950  Christmas  season  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  62.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  chapter  136,  section  4B,  which  provides  for  Sunday 
bowling  between  the  hours  of  1:00  P.M.  and  11:00  P.M.  Petitioned 
for  by  Patsy  J.  Losano  et  al. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  their  successors  in  office  to  grant  easements  for  the 
location,  installation  and  maintenance  of  public  utility  services  and  in- 
stallations within  private  ways  in  which  the  town  may  have  any  right, 
title  or  interest,  either  as  the  result  of  the  town's  having  acquired 
real  estate  abutting  such  ways  in  or  following  proceedings  to  fore- 
close tax  titles.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  Real  Estate  now  or  here- 
after owned  by  the  town  and  acquired  through  foreclosure  or  pur- 
chased under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  Chapter  60,  as  amended,  for 
non-payment  of  taxes  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.
